Seniors who belong to th-i reserve 
officer*' training orpe probably will 
It admitted to a trailing school for 
officers upon toeing called Into service 
tinder the t.'Uctire draft law. That 
U the Interpretation made In college 
military circle* of the n*w order of 
the war department. 

The statement of the department 
follow* "It has been decided that 
members of tbe reserve officers 
training corps, oecond year advanced 
course, who are called Into military 
tar vice under the provisions of the 
draft law will be admitted. If found 
qualified, to appropriate service 
schools tor training candidates for 
commissions 

"When anch members are called In- 
to service the professor of military 
science and tact lea on duty at the 
school or college will Inform the ad 
utanl general of the army of the fact 
and ae to their qualifications, in order 
that admission to training schools 
may be given proper 'consideration " 

All men desiring to Join either the 
Junior or the senior section of the 
reserve officers' training corps will 
report at the commandant's office In 
the mornings between 9:30 and 10 
o'clock. 

The reserve officers' training corps 
will be divided Into two sections, the 
Junior and the senior. The senior di- 
vision will be composed of students In 
regular college courses and men doing 
jtost graduate work. This division 
will be divided Into two sections the 
basic course which requires three 
hours a week military training, and 
the advanced course which requires 
live hours a week. 

Men in the advanced course will be 
furnished commutation of aubalstancc 
130 cents a dayi during the remain- 
der of their service In the corps. 

The Junior division will be com 
posed of men in the school of ftrtrt- 
cnllure. The men -In both divisions 
must take a physical examination to 
rtelemrlne whether they are At to per- 
form military duties, or will he at the 
arrival of military ago. 

All men signing up for either dl 
vlalon must deposit the price of the 
uniforms at the business office and as 
soon as possible get a card rrom the 
military "fflce and be measured for 
uniforms at Knoatman's clothing 
elore. » la almost certain that the 
money paid tor uniforms will be re- 
turned In part Swfore the end of the 
semester.

"As democracies, we are still will 
iiik to believe in the rodctur.tlon m 
the German people. We must not hale 
them — we 'nust be greater anr 1 . broad- 
er than Prunes Ian art aloe racy. 

"If America had tailed to enter this 
war she would have been dlahonored 
forever. The stars and stripes — the 
symbol of Justice and freedom not 
only for the United Slates but for ail 
nations— would have been handed 
dewn to the next generation defiled, 
stained, and dishonored. Now It can 
still remain tbe purest and most beau - 
tiful flag In the world, and Americanu 
tHii sing of the home of the bravo and 
the land of the free truthfully."

There Is going to be a bis 
shortage of machinery and every Im- 
plement that the former has should 
lie carefully gone over to see that It 
U In good operating condition and 
that It will render the best service. 

Among other things the advantage 
of standari ration was taken up. One 
kid example of the lack ot standard- 
ization being given as the experience] 
of one manufacturer who had to keep 
on hand a thousand d liferent types 
of wagons, If he were to meet the re- 
quirements of all his customers. Co- 
operation between the manufacturer 
and the farmer was also emphasized 
as a means of advancing agriculture.

According to a report of the Car- 
negie Free Public library of Manhat- 
tan subrrfitted to the city commiaslon- 
erc Tuesday, the total receipts of the 
library for the year 1917 amount to 
$3,368.77, and disbursements for that 
time total I2.33S.07. 

The total number of volumes in the 
library is 9,375, and during 1917 331 
volumes were added by purchase and 
12J by gift. Twenty -nine thousand 
eight hundred and fifty volumes were 
loaned during the year and 230 vol 
lime* were either discarded or lost. 

The library received 95 periodicals, 
T>S by purchase and 37 by gift During 
the year 39 volumes of periodical* 
were bound. The number of persons 
visiting the library during* the year 
who were counted totals 20, HO. Of 
this total 17.383 were adult* and 6,625 
reta children. On week days during 
the year 16,904 visited the library 
and 3,414 came on Sunday. One hun- 
dred thirty came on three holidays 
during the year.

More than 60 per cent of the Aggie 
men now serving in the army are 
either commissioned or non-commis- 
sioned officers. Of these, 169 have 
commissions. Altogether 617 men of 
the Kansas State Agricultural college 
are serving Uncle Sam in the great 
war, the list on the College Honor 
Roll shows. 

Among the officers are Brig. Gen. 
Frank Winston, Brig. Gen. James G. 
Harbord, and Brig. Gen. E. A. Hel- 
mick, 

The largest number of any rank of 
commissioned officers are lieuten- 
ants. One hundred and thirty lieu- 
tenants are on the college honor roll. 
There are two colonels, five lieuten- 
ant colonels, two majors, and 21 cap- 
tains. This makes a total of 171 com- 
missioned officers, or approximately 
33 per cent of the Aggie men now in 
the service. 

The number of non-commissioned 
officers is also large and makes a 
total of more than 60 per cent of Ag- 
gie men who are either officers or 
non-coms. This does not include those 
who left for the officers' training 
camps just before Christmas. Many 
of these are slated for commissions. 

The fact that the college is one of 
the land grant institutions and under 
the war department provided military 
training for the students, has much 
to do with the large number of the 
alumni and former students who have 
so far obtained commissions. This 
record is one that bat few colleges in 
the west can equal.

No More Waiting Lines Opposite Post, 
offices— Deans »o Work. 

What has become of the usual line 
opposite the post office window com- 
posed of students standing on ono 
foot "waiting to have mry assignment 
changed?" 

Well, the students have discovered 
that a new plan has been made and 
la being carried out In regard to late 
HSPlRnmeats and reassignment*. Un- 
der this new system the student goes 
to his dean when a change In assign- 
ment is to be made. The deans are 
making recommendations for reassign 
ments and are seeing to It that when 
a student la being put Into a closed 
class he has the permission of the 
instructor. 

After this change In assignment the 
deans are giving one copy of the 
schedule to the student, tending one 
nagf to the assignor and one to the 
registrar. The registrar makes out 
and sends all drop notices and roll 
cards to the heads of the departments, 
Tho schedule committee keeps the 
deans and the registrar Informed aa 
to any changes In (lasses. 

The main point is that the student 
is not supposed to go to the regie 
trar's office nor to aee his assignor 
after be h.is seen bia dean. In due 
time the change notices will reach tbe 
proper destinations. After student* 
have seen their deans and have tak- 
en out late assignments or made any 
changes the "machinery" will take 
car* of the nat of the adjustment 



Men in the junior and senior ■ 
are slow in signing up for tbe ra- , 
serve officers' training corps.

The work of the advanced course 
will be fire hours a week. Three 
hours will be spent in practical work 
on Monday mornings.

Kafir bread will become a popular 
conservation bread unless the kafir 
crop is a failure this year, believes 
Hiss Leila Dunton, assistant profes- 
sor of milling industry. 

Kafir can be satisfactorily milled 
in a wheat mill when some slight 
changes are made in the system, as 
can also com and rye. No special 
process is necessary when making 
I irea d Hour before the dough is 
made. The dough is similar to that 
made entirely of wheat flour, but 
"rises less. The flavor of the finished 
bread is particularly good. 

Kafir meal can be used to replace 
from 20 to 25 per cent of flour in 
bread recipes. In a recent experi- 
ment in making conservation breads, 
Miss Dunton made bread from kafir 
meal, corn flour, peanut flour, cot 
tonseed meal, corn meal, rolled oats, 
and potatoes. Of these, kafir made 
the best bread, but it was speckled 
because it is impossible to mill out 
the dark spot on the kafir grain. 

Peanut flour and cottonseed meal 
are difficult to procure and since in 
addition to this they make a bread 
with a characteristic flavor, they are 
not likely to- become popular as wheat 
substitutes. 

Rolled oats make a delicious bread, 
points out Miss Dunton. In making 
bread with rolled oats, use two cups 
of boiling water, one-half cap of 
brown sugar, two teaspoonfuls of 
salt, one yeast cake one-fourth cup 
of lukewarm water, 1% cups of foi- 
led oats, and five cups of flour. Pour 
the boiling water over the rolled oats, 
salt, and sugar, and let the mixture 
stand until lukewarm. Dissolve the 
yeast in the lukewarm water, add the 
dissolved yeast and flour to the luke 
warm rolled oats, and let the mixture 
rise until it is light. Then knead it 
thoroughly and turn it into two but- 
tered bread pans. When the loaves 
have doubled their volume, put them 
into a moderate oven and bake them. 
Another palatable new bread tried 
out by Miss Dunton is made with 
mashed potatoes. In making this 
bread, use five cups of mashed pota- 
toes, 2 % pounds of flour, l H table- 
spoonfuls of salt, three tablespoon- 
fuls of sugar, two cakes of compres- 
sed yeast or one cake of yeast foam, 
and four table spoonfuls of water. 
When the potato is lukewarm, add the 
yeast rubbed smooth with the water. 
Add sugar, salt, and one scant cup 
of flour. Mix them thoroughly and 
1st the mixture rise until light. Then 
add the remainder of the flour, 
kneading thoroughly until a smooth, 
stiff, elastic dough has been formed. 
Let it rise until it has trebled its 
volume. Then divide it into four 
loaves, knead it, and place it into 
baking pans. Allow loaves to rise un- 
til double in volume before baking 
them.

Agate HpedaUsOt Are Working l> 
New MoTtment 
Three series of gardening confer- 
ences have been planned in 40 of the 
larger Kansas towns by A. G. Harten- 
bower, superintendent of institutes 
and extension schools of the division 
Of extension of the Kansas State Ag- 
ricultural college, for the purpose of 
stimulating garden production and 
utilisation of garden stuffs by the 
amateur gardener. 

The first series, is being conducted 
by George O. Greene, specialist in 
horticulture, and L. C. Williams, as- 
sistant in club work.

The month recently closed was the 
coldest January with but two excep- 
tions in the history of the agricultural 
college records which data back to 
1858. It was the coldest January 
since 1886. The mean temperature 
for the month was 17.08 de g rees, or 
11 degrees below normal 

The lowest temperature was 18 de- 
grees below zero on January 12, while 
the lowest for the month since 1868 
was 28 below, January 8, 1912. The 
snow fall was 6.76 inches which is 
above normal. 

The number of day* on which the 
thermometer registered sero or below 
was 13, which has been exceeded only 
once during the same month at this 
station. In January, 1886, there 
were 14.

"We believe that if these student-) 
are to be prepared to do this unparal- 
leled task It is absolutely Imperltivo 
that they begin the work ot interpre- 
tation and- application in their college 
days. Because of th;s solemn con 
vlctlon, this conference all the col- 
leges and universities ot the state 
hereby firmly resolve to cballega lut- 
l<er cent of the students of Kansas 
to a consideration of courses In Chris- 
tian world democracy, and the appli- 
cation of Christianity to our commun- 
ity and national life." 

The goal set by the national meet- 
ing was 200,000 students. The sue 
cess of this new campaign depends 
upon the larger schools such as K. 
S. A, C„ according to Mr. Aldrich. 
They must make up for the deflcfcn- 
cles in the smaller institutions.

College men are needed for the Air 
Service. 

There, of all places, they are best 
fitted to serve. There they can use 
the education and the physique that 
their peculiar advantages have given 
them ; there they can express their 
own individuality and be their own 
directing general. 

Picture a battle-plane three to four 
mile* above the trenches, alone in the 
richness of the skies, ever watchful 
for a lightning stroke from the 
enemy, ever eager to swoop down 
upon an observer below, itself a tiny 
mechanism less than 30 feet from 
tip to tip, though powerful with the 
power of 200 -horsepower engine, 
Uncle Sam's advance guard "over 
there"— 

Or the observer or photographer, 
soaring down to within a mile or so 
of the enemy's trenches, seizing and 
recording every movement among 
guiding the big guns behind, locating 
enemy lettering, directing sheila Into 
convoys, guarding friends beneath 
from treacherous surprise attacks or 
traps, laying bare the enemy's 
ruses — 

Or the bomber, swooping down to 
blow up an enemy convoy, raining 
hundreds of pounds of the world's 
deadly explosives from the skies, con- 
verting a withdrawal into a rout, 
winging off across country to cut the 
enemy's arteries over the Rhine or to 
annihilate his ammunition center at 
Essen — 

Warfare in the clouds has become 
as specialized in the last four months 
as that on land. It is fought in differ- 
ent strata by different planes. There 
are the tiny, tough little machines 
for the flashing air duels, there are 
the heavier, slower machines for 
spotting and photography; there are 
the cumberous, awkward machine* of 
great sustaining power 'for all night 
bombing trips into the heart of the 
enemy's country. And each requires 
a different type of man to guide it. 
Each places before America a differ- 
ent problem In personnel. 

It is pretty easy to say what kind 
of man is not wanted for the Air Ser- 
vice. First of course you do not want 
a man who has a weak heart or lungs 
and who might collapse at a high alti- 
tude. Nor a man who is timid or 
cowardly, who might lose his head in

an emergency. Nor again a man who 

is ill-disciplined, unable to obey ord- 
ers, or to obey his assigned role in 
the great teamwork of the skies. Each 
and every airman, responsible for the 
lives of thousands of men on the 
;■ round benath him. the guide of fte 
army and the hope of victory, must be 
as nearly perfect as is humanly pos- 
sible. 

This leads us to positive qualities. 
Besides health, besides bravery, be- 
sides conscientiousness, an airman 
must have brains and judgment. 
Brains because only a trained mind 
can master flying, radio, aerial pho- 
tography, codes, reconnaissance and 
the kindred sciences necessary to this 
new science. Judgment because all 
these powers hi the hands of an ill- 
balanced mind might work a ghastly 
havoc among the men who are sent 
forward or held back on an airman's 
signal. 

Let us not think such men are 
plentiful. Most decidedly they are 
not. They must be sought with the 
greatest diligence. And they are be- 
ing so sought, as can best be shown 
by figures. Only last week the Air 
Service turned away two applicants 
out of every three. The safety of the 
country as well as of the men them- 
selves demands that the standard be 
maintained irreproachable. 

The one greatest of all places for 
real airmen is in the colleges. There 
indeed is the flower of the country, 
ttm who hailng r'ceived much, owe 
much. The proportion of them answ- 
ering the requirements of the Air 
Service should be immeasurably larg- 
er than among less favored, less for- 
tunate men. 

If America breaks (hi? deadlock of 
three years through the air, if the 
wings of her new eagles brine vic- 
tory to the world's democracies, it 
will largely be the college men who 
will Ijave the credit, of it. Already 
there is a great fraternity of them in 
the service, working as they nevw 
worked before, in tl.is country, in 
England, in France, in Italy, in 
Egypt. 

Now is the time, for it will require 
until next summer for an aspirant 
starting now to become complete 
master of thee ail . The description o; 
how a man is given his wings will be 
given in another official article next 
week.

Captain Few, British Oflieci, Says 
College Training Coints. 

That college m>-n as a class axe es 
pecfally fitted to be army officers was 
the assertion of Captain John K Few, 
of the Suffolk regiment of the British 
urmv, who addressed the students and 
faculty at gvneral assembly yesterday 
morning. 

"College men should try to take 
commissions when they get Into the 
army," said Captain Pew, "because 
their greater training and better edu- 
cation will belp to make them bet- 
tor officer* than the average man. 
The commission increases the chances 
of death and wounds hut It also In- 
creases the opportunity for service a 
him 1 red times." 

The need for training and discipline 
was illustrated graphically by the 
speaker by means of Incidents from 
the battle front. 

"Preliminary discipline does not de- 
pend on equipment," said Captain 
Few. "Equipment will come later but 
discipline should begin at once. Train- 
ing is needed to give confidence in 
one's ability. The confident army has 
the enemy half beaten before the 
dKht b"sjins."

Carver Neier a Candidate,

was as .nucli to the point as the state 
executive would talk. "He certainly 
could not be considered a candidate, 
for he was not seeking the utece." 

Governor Capper declared that t; 
an offer had been made to the eco 
nomlcs authority, no more than $6, 
tioo, tho salary received by Dr.. H. J 
Waters, prior to his resignation, ha< 
baas proposed. That money was not 
the pulling power that would bring 
Doctor Carver to Kansas was Indi- 
ra ted by the governor. 

No V« Head Soon 
Asked as to the possibility of th* 
board selecting a new man to take 
the presidential chair during the pre 
sent semester, Governor Capper said 
that he did not consider this proh 
able.

"in your SWH letter I noticed thai

You probably didi't realise at the 
time that the money subscribed will 
build only oue of these huts If they 
are similar to tb<> one that 1 nave, 
been building. 1 had little thought 
when I commenced on that building 
that poaslbly It was being built by 
the students of old K. S. A. C. 
Lumber I* High. 
"You may think that that la a great 
amount of money to be spent on one 
building but you can readily see why 
the cost Is so large if you will con- 
sider that lumber is a very scarce 
article over here. The grade ot lum- 
ber of which the "Ta" are built costs 
from tlfiO to 1 2 HO per thousand feet. 
My building was supposed to be a port 
able one, that la, set up In sections, 
but work on it was rushed and only 
a few sections and partitions were 
actually made to tit. 

"I have had charge of this build, 
ing from atart to finish. Sixteen en- 
gineers from my company and from 
10 or 20 Infantry men have been need 
every day. We have worked in rain 
and anow in the paet two months that 
It has taken us to build this structure. 
"This building has 9,000 square feet 
of floor space and has a gabled roof. 
The Boor specs* is divided up into an 
auditorium chapel, canteen or nolea 
room, billiard room, quiet room, mess 
ball, kitchen, office, storeroom, toilets 
and four bed rooms for the office re 
of the "T". 

Have Basketball Court* 
"In thie auditorium, services, lec- 
tures, moving pictures, wrestling, box 
.ng and basket-ball games are held. 
The qdlet room la the sick room and 
the chapel ia the reading room. 

"The Y. M. C. A. la sure a good 
thing. Over Here there la practically 
no place to go except to the Y. One 
gets lots of enjoyment from an eve- 
ning spent at the pictures, lectures 
and entertainments given there. Many 
Interesting groups are found there, 
in one corner of the largo chapel a 
few soldlcra may have a Frenchman 
cornered and are learning Just the 
feeling experienced In going over the 
top. Very often he can Lalk Eng 
llsh and la telling and showing how 
he killed a dozen of more Pritxs. And 
here I might mention — when a French 
man is Uluatratlng bayonet fighting, 
It's gangway and he has the floor. 
Our "YM" daddy here Is Mr. Levler. 
Tiho Is national secretary for the 
SIg Alph fraternity. He Is certainty 
a fine jolly fellow." 

Bauds I'p Morale. 
Corp. Brewer thinks the Y. M. C. A. 
is of great help in building up the 
morale ot the American troops In 
France. Here the men attend relt 
Kin us meetings, read the current per 
'odlcals, play games, buy American 
goods and take part in Intramural 
sports. 

"In the auditorium, several times 
a week a French band of about at) 
pieces entertain the men," aaid Corp. 
Brewer. "A French band truly 
makes one, 'Stop, Look and Listen.' 
The average American soldier la el 
way a looking for amusement and 
sport and there la no other place to 
go except to the Y. 

"All of the building have the Delco 
storage battery system of lighting. 
H*at ia supplied by 10 large stoves 
all «f which burn wood. Coal la 
completely out of sight. 

Have French Visitor* 
"French soldiers come often to visit 
ub and we Americana certainly take 
the part of hosts aa well as we know 
how. The French nfen are just learn- 
ing the meaning of the Red Triangle 
and appear to be much interested 'n 
the work of the Y."

A standard fbr granting credits to 
students who enter military service 
has been adopted by the faculty. 

A scale has been, worked out. pro- 
viding for the percentage of the 
semesters work which la to be al- 
lowed. A student who withdraws 
ut the end of. or during, thaj fifth 
week of any semester is given credit 
for having completed one-fourth of 
the hours on bts assignment. The 
x-aie Is a graduating one, the stu- 
dent wuo haa completed 15 weeks of 
work receiving credit for having 
completed three-fourths of his hours. 
Diplomas for Seniors. 

An important provision Is the one 
relating to granting diplomas to sen- 
iors. Fourth 'year students who 
have completed 15-16 of their work 
tall but one semester) are to be reor 
ommended for graduation, providing 
their records are clear. 

The Aggie men who entered the 
third training camp, and who were 
hen lore, are U> be recommended for 
graduation if their work was up. 

The regulations adopted by the fa- 
culty to govern for the period of the 
war follow: 

1. Credit shall be given only to 
students withdrawing at or after the 
close of the fifth week in any sem- 
ester. 

2. Students withdrawing at or af- 
ter the close of the fifth week and 
before the close of the ninth week of 
any semester shall receive credit 
nii.;il to one- fourth of the credit 
hours on their assignment In wblcl 
they or? doing passing work at th' 
iime of their withdrawal. , 

1 Students withdrawing at or af 
ter the close or the ninth and before 
the close of the fourteenth week t 
any semester shall receive credit 
equal to one-half of the credit hours 
on their assignment in which they 
arc doing parsing work at the time 
of their withdrawal. 

4. Students withdrawing at or af- 
ter the close of the fourteenth week 
and before the final examinations In 
any semester shall receive credit 
equal to three fourth of the credit 
hours on their assignment in which 
they are doing passing ' work at the 
time of the withdrawal. Provided, 
that students withdrawing after the 
close of the fifteenth week of sny 
semester to enter military service 
shall receive full credit In all Courses 
tn which they are .lolng passing work 
at the time of withdrawal. 

ft. Students who have completed 
seven -eighths of the requlrenienta 
for a degree in any given eurrlcilum 
of the college, will be recommended 
for graduation 1f ordered Into Nation- 
al Service. 

These rules concerning credits are 
to apply to students In good standing 
who enter Military Training Camps 
or take tip other active Military or 
Naval service, and the*> apply to any 
students entering Military or Naval 
■err ice since the beginning of the 
war. 

Seniors in good standing who are 
up with their class tn any of the cot 
lege ■curricula at the time of th* 
opening of the Third Training Camr 
and who are accepted for same, will 
le recommended for graduation. 

An under graduate who IS in mili- 
tary or nauil service, or who may 
enter such service at some later date, 
will be glTcn a certificate showing 
that he was a student In good stand 
ing, and which will also indicate the 
units of credit completed: this certt 
flcate Is to be signed by the President 
of the College, and by the Dean of 
the division in which the student la 
enrolled.

"The first thing to do In conducting 
a country newspaper Is to get the 
circulation," said Mr. Howe, "The 
more real news stories one can get 
which will appeal to the people of the 
country communities, the greater will 
i«e the success. Print news written 
by a country correspondent, as nearly 
as posslhle, ae it has been written." 

"It la a ticklish job to suit the 
country correspondent but It ts ne- 
cessary to have the good will and 
friendship or the country correspond- 
ent. The real way to gather news 
la not to aay 'What do you know.' 
Ret the people to talking without 
letting them know you are after news. 
As a rule locals are more Important 
than editorials In a country paper." 

Mr. Howe suggested to the Journ- 
alism students who intended to work 
on country newspapers that they 
get acquainted with the peorile, and 
their interests.

ADDITION IS BEIJfG PLANKED TO 
THE OLD AGRICULTURAL 



If a Contractor Can be Obtained who 

can tarry Financial Borden Until 

July, VU>rk May Begin at any 

Time — A Big Boost 

for Physics. 



Work may be begun on a new col- 
lege building before the present ae- 
meater is over. The new structure 
is partly an addition to an old build- 
ing, for the contemplated Physics 
Hall will be built immediately north 
of the Old Agricultural Hall, and will 
he connected by a corridor to that 
ijuilding. 

Plana for the addition ate being 
drawn up this week. C. A. Gamble, 
state architect, was here last week 
and conferred with J. 0. Mam 1 1 ton, 
professor of physics, and O. F. Bak- 
er, professor of architecture. Tenta- 
tive sketches were drawn up, and 
the state architect Is amplifying these 
notes this week. He will have the 
i inns for tJie building completed with- 
in a short time, Professor Hamilton 
said yesterday. 

May Be Started Seen 
The possibility that the building 
might be begun this spring was dis- 
cussed by Acting President Wlllard 
yesterday. 

An appropriation of 880,000 for the 
hiiilding and the equipment was made 
l.y the state legislature at its session 
a year ago. But the $80,000 was not 
made available until July of this year. 
Dean Wlllards' plan ig to obtain a 
contractor who will be financially 
able to start soon. Labor practical- 
ly will be the only financial burden 
the builder would need to carry, as 
he probably could obtain material on 
a July payment basis. He would be 
paid the first Of July for the portion 
of the building which had been corn- 
pit- ted 

Means More Laboratories 
The plan proposed by Dean Wll- 
lard, which has been followed in the 
constructing of many of the college 
buildings, would result in the com pie 
lion of the structure next fall; al- 
though pro 1 ably not early enougu 
for the beginning of the fall semes- 
ter. 

Six laboratories, averaging 40 by 32 
feet; three class rooms, averaging. 
-0 by 30 feet; nne lecture room, 45 
by 40 feet; flvjj offices and rooms 
for wireless, telegraphy and the 
weather bureau are to be provided 
for In the plans. The north uart of 
the present Old Ag. building would 
be converted Into physics laboratories 
and class rooms. 

It 1b ,h it known, Dean Wlllard said 
how many of the rooms 1A the pre 
sent building would be used by the 
school of agriculture next year 

The quarters ot the physics depart- 
ment have been cramped for severe 1 
years, according to Dean Wlllard. A 
number of attempts have been made 
to persuade the legislature that a 
new physics hu lid log was needed.

Three New Pathology Classes WlU Be 
Offered Next Year 

L E. Helckere, acting head of the 
department of Botany will offer three 
new courses in plant pathology next 
fall, Following the general course in 
plant pathology which la required of 
all agriculture students, a course in 
fruit crop diseases will be given 
This will take up only fruit diseases 
of both large and small fruits. Sev- 
eral common fruit diseases are stu- 
died in the general course but this 
new course will consider only fruit 
diseases. 

A second course In field crop and 
vegetable dlseasea will he offered in 
the second semester. This course 
will consist of a study of the ma- 
jority of field crop and vegetable dis 
cases known to science. Both of 
these new courses will be elective 
to undergraduate and graduate stu- 
dents. 

The third new course is for grad- 
uate students only. This will ia 
\olve original research, problems bo- 
ng chosen by the student along some 
line of plant pathology In which he 
is Interested. The course Is design- 
td especially for those students who 
wish to specialize tn plant pathology.

Thousands of Kansas school hoyti 
will support the nation In this time 
of stress by helpfng f'ff'd the mev. 
ivhose fighting will win the war (W 
(lemoerary. 

Every Kansas boy bet ween the pircs 
of 16 and 21 years of age who is 
physically fit is jroin.jj to ihavo a 
chance to enroll in the United States 
Boys' Working Reserve, an organiza- 
tion formed under the direction of 
the federal department of labor, W. 
L. Porter of Topeka, Is state director. 
Parent* Must Give Consent. 

In order to enroll, a boy muf< pfet 
the consent of his parents, and his 
employer if he has one. He must be 
free from disease. He must also take 
oath of allegiance to the United 
States. This last step, it is believed, 
will result in a great outburst of 
patriotism among; the boys of the na- 
tion. 

A boy gets an attractive button 
when he enrolls. After three weeks 
of satisfactory farm service, he re- 
ceives a bronze medal which is num- 
bered and which he may wear as long 
as his work is up to the standard. At 
the end of the summer a certificate 
will be given to each boy who has 
"carried on" faithfully throughout 
the season. 

Jardiof; Has Circular. 

Thes* boys win lie used on Kansais 
farms, where the shortage of labor 
for the coming crop season promises 
to be a serious problem. The boys 
will not, however, go to their work 
without preparation. Doctor Jardine 
has prepared a circular giving sug- 
gestions for practical instruction to 
city boys in the handling of work 
horses, the use of the farm machin- 
ery, and the care of dairy cows and 
milk. 

Special representatives are organ- 
izing this work in a number of places. 
Among them are E, L. Ilolton, in 
Kansas City; W, A. McKeever, Law- 
rence and Hutchinson; W. H. An- 
drews, Salina; L E. Call, Wlch.'ta; 
W, M. Jardine, Ottawa and Leavim- 
worth; W. L. Porter, Topeka; C. H. 
Taylor, Atchison. 

No Entrance Pas Charged. 

No boy has to pay a cent to enlitvt 
in the United States Boys' Working 
reserve. Statements that a fee of $1 
is charged of the boy or his parents 
have been circulated but arc erron- 
ous. 

Voluntary contributions for carry- 
ing on the work have been received, 
but no money whatever is reciuired 
from any one in joining the reserve. 

Much interest is being shown 
throughout the state in the reserve, 
the purpose of which is to enrol boya 
from 1G to 21 years old for fi-m ser- 
vice in the coming season. 



The plans ' for the local drive for 
christian Wo.vl Democracy are being 
worked out by the executive comm.it- 
lee.

All 
arrangements should be complete by 
the end of this week, according lo 
iJr, J. R. Macarthur, chairman. 

The work over ttu. state in the Bible 
ntudy campaign, which Is belug insti- 
tuted as a means ot promoting the 
cause of Christian World Democracy, 
iias begun in nearly all the institu- 
tions of higher learning In the atatc. 

Twenty-five members of the faculty 
have agreed to lend classes and at- 
tend a normal training group at the 
L Hiversity of Kansas. Dean Kelly 
of the department of education will 
lead the normal group.

How college training helps Is told 
Interestingly In a letter recently re 
t'Llved by A. A. Potter, dean of engi- 
neering, from Hubert A. Dawson, a 
former student In mecltantcat engi- 
neering. Mr. Dawson Is now In the 
Fourth Trench Mortar Battery of the 
Fourth Division of the renular army 
located at Camp Ureene, North Car- 
olina. 

In his letter he says In part: 

"So far I have benefited from my 
K 3. A. c. training to the extent that 
I was detailed by the captain to In 
struct all the men In the battery who 
t'tii i id not read or write English, and 
have a etfcaa of 1'5 taking in those who 
do either ^>ne or l>oth but poorly. 
Captain Liked Dawson. 

"The captain fcemeu quite pleased 
to nnd that there were men In the bat- 
tery who hail had some college train- 
ing and asked me particularly about 
my shop experience in Imeelianlcnl 
i iiKineering, which may tead to some 
sort of a promotion. 

"The battery that 1 am in is an in- 
dependent organization attached to 
the fourth division of the army. We 
have no regiment as there Is but 
one "battery to a division. Wo carry 
full Infantry equipment Including 
grenades besides our trench mortars 
as we are supposed to go Into the 
front Hue trenches." 

Ha In, and Then More Rain. 

Mr. Dawson rivcr an Interesting 
picture of the weather that he la ex ■ 
perlencing In the camp where he U 
drilling. 

"The work 1a very interesting," he 
says, "but this must be the rainy sea- 
hon here for we have rain every day 
and what drilling we do Is In six 
inches jf nice sloppy clay but I like 
it fine and with the exception of a 
hospital sojourn for a week that 1 
experienced about a month ago, I am 
fine and In the very best of health, 

"It's raining too hard to go any 
place even If we could. This after- 
noon there is only a fatigue dotal' 
working. However, the town is in 
'ma ran line for spina) meningitis so 
we cannot go there. And the Y. M 
ts surrounded by a sea of mud so 
there Is nothing to do but alt tight 
and remlnescence of Washington a: 
Valley Forge." 

Mr. Dawson Is a member of the Sig- 
ma Phi Delta fraternity. 



BEST MEN FOR FLYING 

ARE IN THE COLLEGES

All the details of the status of an 
airman in the making have never 
beta fully told In sequence. Let as. 
therefore, follow a young man who 
ha* decided be will endeavor to Qual- 
ity for the Air Service. First, of 
>'ourse, comes the routine of applica- 
tion. 

The lowest age at which applicants 
.in y he accented Is IS years and S 
months, on the theory that at the end 
ul rh.'ir training they will have 
reached the age of tf, which Is the 
lowest tige at which cumin lesions may 
' e granted in the American army 
\pplicaiita under 19, however, uiust 
present letters of apprjval of thtlr 
enlistment from their parents or 
lUiirdiuQ as Is required throughout 
the milltarv and naval estaUlsbments 
»f the country. All applicants may 
attlftt a' any aviation examining 
'>oard. 

If an applicant passed his 21st 
in hiliy before June 5, 1917 and Is 
i otiFequcntly subject to the draft, a 
-p i -rial arrangement has been made 
whereby the rule prohibiting volun- 
tary enlistment by draft men la waiv- 
' il and he Is permitted to :illst dl- 
reetly at nn aviation examining board 
without reference to the draft or bis 
draft board. All that is attended to 
for him by the Aviation authorities. 
Kvr.n it he Is in the present quota, 
lit may be so enlisted, but It he has 
bam actually ordered into service by 
the draft board, ho must renort to his 
mobilization en: ii 'j as lordered, and 
i here apply to his company commnnd- 
'T for transfer to the Air Service, 

The candidate's first step is to 
write to, or visit personally, one of 
the 21 Aviation Examining Boards 
located in the larger cities, or the Re- 
O w ttlag Bureau, Aviation Section, 
Washington, D. C„ to secure an appli- 
cation blank for entering the ser- 
vice. The candidate fills this out as 
indicated, with details of his lite and 
hin athletic nnd educational quallfl 
eatlons, In order to provide both n 
brat estimate of his desirability and 
as complete a record as possible in 
ease of bla acceptance. 

Then comes his physical examina- 
tion Naturally this must be strict 
for the good of Iwth the service and 
the applicant. Also It Appears for- 
midable to those who do not under- 
stand it. so formidable Indeed that 
the following explanation Is given to 
■ i !. ft of its mysteries. 

Of course the usual tests of lung 
:i nd heart are given, for no man can 
i": accepted who la not strong enough 
'o withstand the pressure of high altl- 
lude. The stethescope. the tapping of 
iiie chwt, and the broad rubber band 
about the arm are familler enough 
ii testing lungs and hleod pressure. 

When the candidate is set to plck- 
>np different colored papers out of a 
I ox he may lea little mystified. Lot 
hi ill remember, however, that col.Jr 
Mliiitnesa. would lie a source of wcak- 
iiesr to one upon whose preciseness 
if vision depend the lives and for 
■uncs of thousands of men below, it 
is often a slight change of color, a 
-in gge M Ion of a deeper brown, that 
lirst reveals the new cut trench to 
i he ever watchful eye in the sky. 

But it Is the balance test which 
ratines tbe most perplexity, largely 
because It ts not understood. Test 
ing balance is a new science, and a 
complicated one requiring ingenious 
methods. But it Is Of vital import- 
ance to him who later may be un- 
wind ing from a spiral miles above the 
ground or rushing along at twice ex- 
press train speed in a solid hank of 
i louds. 

One's hal.ince Is regulated entirely 
iy a tiny fluid In the canals of the In 
ner ear. It Is as delicate and as ac- 
curate a« the fluid In the finest spirit 
level. It Is necesary to cet it In mo- 
■Ion in order to see how quickly It 
reccvers equilibrium, and consequent- 
|y how sirong the candidate Is In this 
irspeet. One should not be the least 
surprised therefore when he Is place! 
In a revolving chair and spun rapidly 
around, now sitting fordard, now 
back, and asked upon atop ping to 
;)nint in a certain direction or execute 
nu other motions. N'or should he 
tie (surprised if ev-rythlng he dc*9 
up pears to Him to be done wrong. 

Eut the medical test is soon over 
and if the candidate passes, he may be 
pretty sure that he Is physically per 
t'-et. He then Roes on to a. mental 
examination which also sounds for- 
midable, but which is in reality an I 
of necessity brief. A few question? 
are asked as to the candidate's ca- 
reer perhaps, tut If he has had col- 
lege training he need not feu- the 
outcome. 

If the candidate is one of the three 
who passes both tests, as he should 
he With his advantages, he is notified 
that he Is accepted for training tor 
the Air Service as a member of the 
Signal Enlisted Reserve Corps. Then, 



J net as soon as tbe preceding classes 
move up. he Is ordered Into active 
service. m 

From that moment until he re 
.elves bis commission as an aviator 
Ot is discharged, he Is nown as an 
Aviation Cadet, with the rank of Pri- 
vate First Class, a salary of $100 a 
ui'.iiih, GO percent food allowance 
dally, living quarters, uniform and all 
traveling expenses, including the trip 
to the place where he Is ordered to 
report provided by the govern men L 

In that status He goes through the 
ground school and the flying school 
until be has qualified as a Reserve 
Military Aviator. There -upon he Is 
gfns his first commission, a 2nd 
lieutenancy, with a, salary of |1TD0 
quarters provided by the Government, 
but tod at about 11.00 per day and 
uniform provided by himself. While 
dm Hying duty he receives 25 per cent 
Increase, and while on foreign duty 
an additional 10 per cent Increase- 
Then after passing his final tests 
and becoming a Junior Military Avia- 
tor, he automatically advances one 
^rado In rank In salary, and In allow - 
MIC& A 2nd lieutenant, therefore, 
by the time he la fully trained, be- 
comes a let lieutenant, with a baso 
salary of $2,000. Further, however, 
as a lunlor Military Aviator he now 
receives fio per cent Increase on his 
tase pay while on flying duty, and an- 
other 10 per cent while on duty 
abroad.

A chapter of Gamma Sigma Delta 
was Installed In the Agricultural col 
lege, June 15, 1914. For two years 
it was practically entirely under stu- 
dent control and management. SopU 
omores, juniors, and seniors were 
eligible to membership and were 
elected mainly on tbe basis of schol- 
arship. Last fait, however, the Id 
cal chapter adopted the new consti- 
tution which was formed and adopted 
by the national conclave, June 3, 1916.

estimation of the fraternity. 

This new strictly honorary organ - 
Izatlon is the rival of no other organ 
ization In tbe agricultural college. 
Its officers are and In the future 
must be members of the faculty and 
its control in the hands of Its facul- 
ty memlierGhlp. 'Its olficital name 
is the, ''Honor Society of Agriculture, 
Clamma Slga Delta." The purpose 
of tbe society as stated In the const! 
tiitlon is, "To recognize superior at- 
tainment In technical agriculture, to 
encourage these virtues which develop 
leadership and altruism, and to foster 
the spirit of brotherhood In our vo- 
cation." 

Gamma Sigma Delta now seeks to 
enter only land grant colleges 'n 
■w htch the entrance requirements arc 
ilflcen units and a. high degree of 
scholarship is required for grodua- 
(lon. It has active chapters at the 
Present time at these institutions; 
Iowa State College, Amns; University 
of Missouri, Columbia; 1'tali Agrlcul 
in nil college, Logan; Oregon Agricul- 
tural college, Corvallis; Kansas Ag 
rlcultural college, Manhattan; Ala- 
bama Polytechnic Institute. Aubitrc: 
University of Minnesota, St. Paul. 

Tho present membership of tne lo 
ea] chapter, the Kansas Eta chapter 
of tbe national organization, contests 
of 16 settlor students, one gradual a 
student, and about 15 faculty mem- 
bers.

Kaiser Need* Overalls. 
"Democracy means equality of prlv 
ilege, ind also oqualitv of service. It 
wmild be a good thing to destroy tho 
leader whi; stared this war, but the 
beat way. In my opinion, mould be to 
put some overalls on him, and make- 
him si>end the rest of ols days be- 
neath the yoke of service. 

"A iict/.en American citizens 'could 
be taken from a dozen different com 
muni ties of thla country, and if they 
were placed on the thrones of Europe, 
they could do a better Job than any 
men who are there now. 

"It was the Idea of preparing the 
people of this country, through the 
i-tudents In ihe colleges, for the now 
etilienship that is to come after thta 
war that the Christian World Demo- 
cracy movement was started," fce 
said.

lege course before entering the ser- 
vice have been recivd by the division 
of engineering from Lieut. H. B. 
Campel I, Recruiting officer. 

in order to insure the future engi 
nerlng men of the navy, the navy de- 
partment desires to enroll undor-grad- 
xate students of technical unlversl 
ties in the naval reserve force, ac- 
cording to Lieutenant Campbell. 

The department therefore directs 
that any undergraduate between IS 
and 21 years of age, who is actually 
taking a technical course at a techni- 
cal university and physivally qualified 
may be nerolled In a naval reserve 
class 1 for a general servico, as sea- 
men second class. 

These undergraduates will not I* 
called to active duty until they bave 
graduated, except In case of «re«t 
emergency the department nt present 
does not foresee.

The temperature for the month of 
February was aliout the average for 
tliat month according to J. 0. Hamll 
ton, professor ot physics, who is In 
charge of the weather bureau of the 
college. T he maximum temperature 
for the month was SO. 25 degrees and 
the mean minimum was 18.3 degrees 
According to the records kept at the 
'.di ego, the average maximum tem- 
'.■ratiire for the last 80 veers Is 42." 
degrees. February of this year was 
therefore 4.5 degrees store normal. 

The highest temperature for the 
month was SO, on February 23, and 
the lowest was 14 below 011 Febmarr 
1. The report also shows that a ma- 
jority of February days were clear as 
there were 19 clear days and only four 
cloudy and five partly cloudy days. 

The precipitation for the month 
was Jt Inches, which Is S3 below the 
average. The rainfall for the last six 
months was only 4.06 inches, which 
is the smallest m record since a cor- 
responding period In 1889-1870 whea 
the records show that only 4.2 
fell 

There were 21 days it the winter 
with temperature at or below sew 
which equals a record for the winter 
Of 1834-1885.

A mammoth incubator, with a ca- 
pacity of 18,000 eggs, la now In oper- 
ation at the poultry farm. This in- 
cubator la in three sections, each ttntt 
being Independent. A hard coal stove 
regulating a hot water system, furn- 
ishfs the heat but on account of the 
shortage of hard coal the process is 
lielng worked at a disadvantage — soft 
coal being the only available fuel. 

The eggs used by th<? embryology 
classes In the zoology depatrment are 
lacu bated In this machine, All ped- 
igree stock Is hatched in individual 
sacks of scrim and the number of the 
mother of each prospective chick is 
enclosed with each egg. These hens 
therefore had to be trap nested 

The Incubator was received last tall 
but It is only recently that It is in 
use. It Is completely filled and some 
smaller ones are also being used. It 
Is the intention of the poultry depart- 
ment to double the capacity next year 
and to eventually have three such in- 
cubators in use.

Investigations have 
rihown that th<* patrons ot horse meat 
shops Wong te the middle classes 
latlier than to the low*r classes tt 
tnitny persons think. 

"Hore moat retails for half the 
price of beef and Is palatablo, whole- 
pome ,aad nutritious,," said Doctor 
McCampbell, 'It can scarcely be dfs- 
tlngulshed from beef by the average 
buyer and it is interesting to note 
ihBt those who have once tried horee 
tntst become regular customers. 

'Horse meat is used extensively 
throughout many countries ol Europe 
but butcher shops handling horse 
iceat have been established hut a 
Abort time in the United States, Th* 
tlrfrt of theso shops/ were opened ai 
Portland and Brooklyn. In a short 
time others were opene# in Ciitctn 
nati, St, Louis, Toledo, and many oth- 
er large cttles. 

"The latest shops to open are those. 
iif Omaha, and in the near fiiturx 
liorre meat will prolmbly be sold 
throughout the country. 

Besides furnishing a cheiiper kind 
of wholesome meat, these markets of- 
fer an outlet for the small horses with 
vlbch the country Is overstocked.

She was a good woman. To have 
earned that tribute is, after all the 
highest aclevement of life. She met 
in abundant measure the description 
of the ancient wire man, when he said : 
The heart of her husband trustetU 
In her, and he snail have no lack of 
gain. She doeth him good and not 
evil all the days of her lite She 
3irdeth her loins with strength and 
inaketh strojg h?r arms. She stretch- 
eth out her bands to the poor; yea 
she reacheth forth her hands to the 
needy. Strength and dignity are her 
clothing; she openetb her mouth wltb 
wisdom, and the law of klndnesB in on 
her tongue She looketh well to the 
ways of her household, and eateth not 
the bread of Idleness. A woman that 
feareth Jehovah, she shall be praised 
Olve feet of the fruit of her hands 
and let her works praise her in the 
gates." 

When Mrs. Warner came to the 
heme fa RUey county she found there 
four motherless children and with 
rare tact became a mother to them. 
Beautifully, graciously and tenderly 
she watched over them' and minister- 
ed unto them, and with the love and 
pride of a real mother she laid her 
life upon the altar ot their need. 

Very soon after the coming to Kan 
sas she united with the Grange, first 
at Ogden and later at Manhattan, an<! 
during all these years she has !>een 
an Interested member and active 
worker In that orgntzatton. 

While yet a young woman stie defi 
nflely accepted Christ and publicly 
confessed I Tim as her Savior and Lord 
She at once became a member of the 
Methodist Episcopal church, and unit.

nearly halt a century her name has 
been upon our records, her life iden- 
tified with the lite of the church and 
her Interest In the progress of the 
church ardent and strong. 

Her health for the past few yenrs 
has lie en quite precarious, though 
recently she seemed to be In better 
health than usual. Her interest In the 
home and In the community was un- 
abated. She had planned to be at 
church Sunday before last, but on 
account of the rain thought It advis- 
able not to attempt It In the act of 
preparing to assist the Orange In the 
entertainment of soldiers from Camp 
Kunston last week she was quite sud 
denly attacked with what proved to 
be her final illness. Her body falter 
ed In the discharge of what was to her 
a patriotic privilege. The BPlrit was 
willing, but the tired flesh con Id not 
carry out the will of the courageous 
spirit, a few short hears at Increas- 
ing weakness followed and the end 
came in the early afternoon of 
March 8.

Students who go to the "red" camp 
are not obliged to stay in the army 
at the end of the course, but either 
are commissioned or are discharged. 
But in the "white" camp only enlisted 
men will be accepted. This institution 
sent 34 students to the last "white" 
camp, which is now in session. Upon 
completion of this course, the gradu- 
ates are placed upon an ellglbllty 
list, are assigned to units as enlisted 
men, and are commissioned aa they 
are needed.

Cannot Send Many 

Dean Holton onilclpares difficulty 
In securing anywhere near the num- 
ber or men which the California man 
hopes to secure from K. 9. A. 01 Ap> 
proximately 60 seniors are enroled In 
agricultural courses, accTdiitg to 
Hugh Durham, assistant to the dean 
of agriculture. Dean Holton says 
that only a few of these have ap 
lied to him for positions as teach 
ers. 

"I nave received at least 300 In 
quirk's for men to teach manual train- 
ing and agriculture," said the dean," 
and most of these requests are for 
agricultural instructors." 

Want Federal Money 

The Smith -11 tithes act, which pro 
vtdea that the federal government 
will match dollar for dollar the 
amount spent by state or local com- 
munities for teachers for agrleul 
ture. manual training and the Indus 
tries. Is largely responsible for the 
abnormal demand. Dean Holton Bays

Women who have taken only a few 
hours ot agricultural work tn addi- 
tion to their home economics work 
can not qualify under the Smith 
Hughes act, but there is going to bo 
a big demand for them nevertheless 
Dean Holton predicts.

'a plain Masseck said, "Nothing is as 
.hiftlng as the point of view of crlti 
Ism. There Is no fixed approach to 
he subject. Criticism becomes a so- 
cial factor — the result of a mulUplK 
<ity of social factors The liter arr 
' ritiefsm of any age la typical of that 
.Tge or era, 

"A critic may or may not be a 
illsappolnted author, or he may be one 
who has mistaken aspiration for In 
^plratlon. The critic Is one who at- 
ipmpts to measure literature. He ap 
plies highest to all material which 
■ ■nil's before him. Another type of 
rritlc says that the only test of a 
I'lece of literature Is as to whether or 
not It pleases, that the measure 
ment Is s matter of taste." 

Some of the qualifications of a 
eritlc which were named by Captain 
Masnwk are power of analysis, or 
knowing the fabric of the literature 
which is to be estimated; Intuitive 
Analysts, or possessing something of 
the artist; tolerance; and sincerity 
or personal honesty. 



Capturing second place in the val- 
ley race and first place In the first 
battle for freshman supremacy, the 
Aggies have not fared badly this year 
in basketball, is the opinion of Aggie 
eoaches and rooters.

Even at that the Purple rooters are 
not willing to concede that the Law- 
rente team measured up with the are 
that Clevenger coached. In one of 
the defeats given them by the Kan- 
sans, the Aggies were only three 
points behind, and In the Other they 
exhibited the most miserable form of 
the season, not even excepting; the 
first game at Nebraska, whan tho 
Aggies seemed to lack the customary 
drive and fight. 

The valley standings shows that tba 
Aggies won ten — or exactly two- 
thirds — of their games, finishing with 
a percentage of .866. Below them on 
the ladder are the Kansans, with nine 
games won and eight lost and a per- 
centage of ,629. Nebraska, Washing- 
ton and Ames follow in the order 
named, with the Des Moines Bulldogs 
cinching the cellar championship with 
a total percentage of aero. Drake 
played ten games and lost aU. 

Captain Van Trine ranked third 
among the point makers of the valley, 
statistics compiled by the Christian 
Science Monitor show. And Whedon 
was fifth, giving the Aggies two lead- 
ing goal-baggers among the foremost 
five. Uhrlaub of Kansas made a total 
of 174 points, leading the race. 
There were four Aggie nun among; 
the leading 16.

The Christian Science Monitor 
gives the Aggie team of 1918 the fol- 
lowing write up ; 

"Kansas State, an unusually strong 
five, finished second after winning 
the championship hist yesr. It was a 
coincident that Missouri and Kansas 
Aggies fought for the championship 
this season as they did in 1917. Tho 
championship was decided in tba same 
way, except the Kansas team proved 
superior last year and Missouri this 
season. This year, as last year, tho 
two were close together when they 
met in the final contest" Shouldn't 
tbe Aggies be proud of a team that 
occupies this position in the Missouri 
vaUey?

College Physicist Doubts Remarkable 
Feat of the German* 

Is it passible to throw a shell 71 
miles? This is the question asked by 
K. A. Stewart, instructor in physics st 
i lie Kansas Stato Agricultural college. 
Ir. Stewart has reference to the re- 
1 i.i i ! long range 1 bombardment Ot 
rails by thu Hermans, and reports 
hiiy iliac the shells are being thrown 
u distance of approximately 71 miles. 
Mr. >i< wort makes the following 
statement regarding the possibility of 
Mirh a leat*. 

"If the Uermans have done this It 
means that they have achieved the 
unbelievable in big gnus construction 
A perusal of the following facts "Will 
convince anyone: 

"To throw a shell a distance of 71 
ui'llcs. neglecting air resistance, would 
r- tiulre a starting velocity of 3.536 
test per second. The greatest dtsj 
'nnce «<o far thai had been covered by 
shell fire has been 22 miles, which 
would require a muscle velocity of 
1.61R feet per second. It has taken 
'iiatiy years to develop a gun to stand 
the strain at this velocity. Does It 
Hog poHslMc that in one stroke they 
can more than double this velocity? 

"A fi*w more facts may be interest- 
ing, The air resistance at this ve- 
locity would about to about 33 
hounds of resisting force on a 9 1-2- 
Inth shell. The shell would probably 
weigh less than 500 pounds, but as- 
suming this weight, the air resistance 
would lessen its velocity by approxi- 
mately -ilt, feet per second. If oner 
half of this is added to the amount 
first given, tlto muzzle velocity would 
need to be about 3,700 rout per sec- 
ond, or 42 mi|ps per minute. This 
would require about la-J seconds for 
the Hie hi, and the shell would be rata, 
ed to a height of IS 1>2 miles. As 
H<iralng thai the barrel of the &i.u was 

r [est long, the average force acting 
on the shell and on the gun would be 
80,400 pounds per square inch, it Is 
impossible."

ed By Short Coarse In Engineers 

ins; Division 



Working with groups of SO to 40 
Camp Funaton men a day, members of 
the division of engineering faculty 
are molding the future drivers of Am- 
erican battle tanks. 

A six hour practice course In gaso- 
line fund amen etals, with the most 
prominent members of the engineering 
faculty In charge of each class, Is be- 
ing given every day for the drafted 
men, 300 of whom already have re 
eeived their training. 

Train «0ii In all 

The first estimate of A, A. Potter, 
dean of engineering, who proposed 
the course, was that approximately 
300 soldiers from the 342nd field at 
tillery— a motor unit — would receive 
the training. But tbe work given has 
proved so practical that Capt. J. L, 
Lehman, adjutant of the regiment, 
tins requested that the course be con 
linutrd, and that at least 800 men will 
Itnve been Instructed when the cours- 
es are completed. 

Comparing the gaaoline engine with 
the slmt pun. Dean Potter, in the 
opening lecture of the series, gives the 
soldiers the basic instruction. The 
explosive mixture in the engine le In- 
terpreted in terms of gunpowder, and 
the piston In some of Its functions la 
eompared to the ramrod. 

t'ioae Study of Tmetor 

Dean Potter's lecture, which begins 
at n o'clock In the morning and con- 
tinues to 10, Is followed by an hour 
of Instruction In tractor operation. 
Htresa Is placed upon the tractor, as it 
is the predecessor of the battle tank. 

An important part of the day is the 
noon hour, the soldiers say. Under 
the direction of Miss Margaret Rag- 
gett, proressor of domestic science, 
college girls prepare a lunch from 
materials Drought from the camp. 

Th(; course grew out of a scries of 
lectures whthc Captain Lehman had 
nslted Dean Potter to deliver to the 
men at Camp Funaton. After a few 
attempts Dean Potter suggested that 
if the men could come to Manhattan 
ilie advantage to them would be mul- 
tiplied, as It was difficult to explain 
his points to the fioo men in his audi- 
ence because he did not have the nec- 
essary equipment. 

Then carburetors, machinery up- 
keep, Jgnttion and oxy acetylene weld- 
ing ere taken np until 4 o'clock In 
the afternoon, when the aoldfers re 
turn to ramp.

pect to war time live stock and crop 
production. The live stock experi- 
ment* will be explained by W. A 
Cochel, prolessor of animal husbandry 
in the Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege. L. E Call, protessor of agro- 
nomy, will talk on crops for western 
Kansas. K. E. Frlxell of Lamed, 
state labor administrator and an 
extensive western farmer, will dis- 
cuss the farm help problem. 

The round-ups ha*e centered more 
interest each year, and have been of 
particular value to stockmen of 
western Kansas More than 1,000 per- 
sons were present in 1917. The ex- 
periment on development of breeding 
heifers which attracted much atten- 
tion at the 1917 meeting, has been 
continued, and a complete report if 
It to date will be among the results 
presented this year.

The special war session ot ths

.-u.-iul for a period of nine week* to 
August 2, E. U Molton, dean of the 
summer school and professor ot edu- 
cation announces.

IN CHARGE UK STATE HERDS 

L. II. ralrrhlhl. Supervise* Dairy 
Mork at all Insl Rations 

Supervision of the dairy herds of 
stale Institutions has been put Into 
the hands of the dairy department 
of the college with U H. Falrhclld, 
assistant in dairy husbandry, In 
charge. 

The duties of Mr I'aircbik! com- 
prise the supervision of management 
and care of the cattle, hreedlng, feed- 
ing, production of milk, and sale of 
young stock. The herds of the 12 
state Institutions have been visited 
twice this year Each y°ar four In- 
spcnions of the herds will he made. 

The state institutions own S50 head 
of cattle, 60 of which are purebreu 
llulstelns are kept at all of these In- 
stil utlons except f/ne. The state hos- 
pital at Topeka has the larbest herd 
--125 head. Accurate daily milk rec- 
ords are kept 

Kansas is the first state to adopt 
a plan of this kind. The state in- 
stitution herds, through the help of 
the dairy department, can be built up 
to such an extent that they will be a 
he)i> to the state as a whole, and also 
to the communities in which these 
institutions are located, believes Mr 
Fall-child. 

The herds under the supervision of 
the dairy department ore at the 
state hospital, Topeka; lioys' indus- 
trial school, Topeka; orphans' home, 
Atchison: state prison, Lansing: 
state hospital, Osawatomte: hospital 
for epileptics. Parsons: state home 
for the feeble minded, Wlnfield; state 
intli'strliil reformatory, Hutchlnnon; 
■tat* hospital. Lamed: soldiers' 
horn", Hodge City: stat" sanatorium 
for tiihercilnHs, Norton; and the 
girls" Industrial school, Belolt.

MELCHERS FINDS NEB DISEASE 

t.i t.i ii in >ii Trimble May ittack Plan I 
At Any Stave of GrowUt 

A new fungous disease destructive 
to the growth oi geraniums has been 
discovered by h. E. Melcbers, acting 
head of the department of botany. 

This disease may attack the ger- 
anium at any stage of growth. The 
first symptoms are noticed when tho 
leaves begin to wilt. The infection a 
HUle later may extend down Into the 
pedicels of the flower. The Infected 
parts turn brown, later black, and 
soon fungous masses develop suffi- 
ciently so that they may be seen by 
the unaided eye. 

Other glowers are Infected by con- 
tact. The disease spreads rapid I; 
when the air Is humid. If the dis- 
eased petals fall to the leaves of the 
I'lant, brown spots soon form on the 
leaves. The disease may become ser- 
ious In a greenhouee where it Is al- 
lowed to get a start. 

Practically no spray or fungicide 
hits proved successful In controlling 
it Sanitation In the greenhouse, 
however, is recommended. This con- 
sists of keeping the dead foliage andj 
debris from decaying in the soil. The 
fun rub grows on dead material From 
hers the spores spread lo the blcj- 
aoms Qt the plsnt where they WW 
infection.

Thermometer Abore Average But Lit- 
tle lt-.iin Fell 

The average temperature for Marc.i 
1H IS, was 6.29 degrees higher than 
In the average Kansas Msrch, ac- 
cording to J. 0. Hamilton, professor 
of physics. The average maximum 
temperatuie for the month was 64.S 
degree*, the average minimum tem- 
peruture 24, 9H decrees, and the mean 
temperature 1S.SG degrees. The high- 
est temperature of the month w^s S') 
degrees on March 13 ant! the lowest 
II dogrees on March 10. 

There were 21 clear days, four part- 
ly cloudy, and six cloudy. The av- 
erage barometric prst-sure fnr the 
in on i h was 88.74, The iotal run of 
wind velocity was 7,491 miles, the 
highest being 41 miles per hour on 
March !>. 

The rainfall for the month was .7ti 
of an inch, wWich was .5", of an inch 
below the normal. This makes the 
total rninrall for the pant seven 
months amount to 4.82 Inches. Tbtl 
Is the smallest rainfall for this per- 
iod for the past 60 years at this sta- 
tion, Hi,-- next smallest being ~> 20 in- 
ches In 1RG1. It is 6.418 below the 
normal rainfall for this period from 
September to March inclusive. 

The average dale for the last kill- 
ing frost at this statfon Ib April IS, 
there being only two years on rec- 
ord, March -11. 1661, and March 28 
ISat, in which no frost fell after the 
list of March.

Fur 
those who cannot purchase the larg- 
er bonds and for the students gener- 
ally the Thrift and War-Savings 
stamps furnish the Ideal Investment, 
according to H. G. Taylor, who is 
managing the campaign. 

The division of agriculture still 
leads among the War Savings so- 
cieties but the other divisions are 
getting into their stride and making 
substantial gains. For the past few 
days the students of veterinary me- 
dicine have made the most striking 
shewing.

high at $2,000 and $3,000 each, and 
one, the Benton school, ran over $12- 
000. The five high schools purhoaa- 
ed together more than $12,000 worth 
of stamps.

"Money, bonds, and pep, and the 
greatest of these is pep," paraphras- 
ed J. E. Kammeyer, professor Or eco- 
nomics In thy Kansas State Agricul- 
tural college. In his address before 
the general assembly at the patriotic 
rally Saturday morning. 

Professor Kammeyer used pep as a 
blanket term for devotion, enthusiasm, 
purpose, love of home and country. 

"The love of country Is not always 
apparent," said Professor Kammeyer 
"but It always existed and when t.h • 
occasion comes as It has come to us 
The same spirit of patriotism that 
has sent our boys across into France 
must sustain them wblle there. 

"We could not stop this war more 
eftectually than by railing to raise the 
money requisite to finance It, There 
are Just three ways by means cf 
which the Unlttd States can raise 
these funds; taxation, relied upon ex- 
clusively In times of stress, money 
bororwtng and Issuing bonds, and 
printing United States greenbacks." 

Professor Kammeyer brought to 
the realization of his heerera what 
the student body can do when really 
aroused, the reference to an Incident 
of 10 years ago. At that time the 
state legislature had decided to take 
the division of engineering out of 
the agricultural college. The student 
body raised funds and brought the 
legislature to Manhattan, and in the 
college audltorulm, induced them to 
refer that hill to the waste basket up 
on their return to Topeka 

"We must win this war, and by the 
providence of God we will." said Pro 
feasor Kammeyer in conclusion. 

"When we have the proper spirit 
all hell. Including the kaiser, can't 
prevail "

Allied victory depends on America 
If the allies win, this nation must 
bend a continuous stream of food and 
men to France. The war will last 
three year*. These were tin: import- 
ant points made by Dr. W. M. Jar- 
dlne, president of the college, In the 
principal speech at the patriotic 
rally held In the college auditorium 
Saturday, the anniversary of the en- 
trance of America Into the war. 

It was Doctor Jardlno's first ap- 
pearance ns president at a student 
assembly, and the words ot the new 
executive, who recently has reurned 
from Washington, robered a mixed 
Hiidience of students, foctulty and 
townspeople into the realization that 
America is only beginning to fljht, 
and that the battle will be a long 
one. 

Look to America 
■The hopw cf the world lies in ns." 
Doctor Jordlne said. "We are the 
only nation left wh'lhc can hope tc 
defeat the German military machine. 
''Wo must come to the point where 
we are willing to ahare the suffering 
and sacrificing of our allies in every 
respect We all want to see the 
fight won, but we must learn to do 
as they have been compelled to do In 
England and France if we are to 
avoid the terrible fate that has over- 
taken these countries, and If the hope 
the world places in us is not to be 
placed In vain. 

"Americans are eating too much 
uhito bread, wearing too many fine 
clothes and driving too luxurious au- 
tomobiles." 

A Critical Period 
The past fifteen days, during which 
lime 1 he Huns have driven further 
Into Allied territory than ever was 
thought possible, have constituted the 
most critlcnt period in the history of 
this country, in the opinion of Doc 
tor .lordlne. 

"The Huns are digging in and will 
remain in their new positions until 
1 he 1 !i !'■■(! States sends at least two 
million men to France tn addition tr, 
tlmse there now. 

Thr-M- More Years 
"The impression I got while to 
Washington was that the war would 
la?t at least three years longer, or 
until we could get enough men over 
ihere to break the western line. This 
Is what must he done before the war 
is won. 

"The Germans must be threshed 
and threshed well, brought to their 
knees, before a satisfactory peace can 
be brought about. We are the only 
country capable of doing this now." 
France Needs Dread 
Doctor Jardlne told of the need for 
wheat In France. The French people 
are on one-third ratlois and the 
French armv. not withstanding ths 
feet that it is holding two-thirds ot 
the western line, has been reduced 16 
1'er cent of the nc ratal ration. 

Under the voluntary food conserva- 
tion plan, America has saved from 
15 to 17 per cent, according to fig 
ures furnished by Mr. Hoover. 

"But some more efficient measure 
than this must be adopted," said 
Doctor Jardlne, There are two alter- 
natives — we can voluntarily go on a 
very restricted died as regards wheat 
cr go on a forced corn ration for the 



lats two months of the present crop 
year," 

linn 1. Relieve la War 

Doctor Jardlne closed with a refer- 
ence to the German attitude towards 
war. The Teutons, he aatds, have 
been taught that It is biologically 
sound for nation to fight against na- 
tion, that the law of survival of the 
fittest extends to nations as wen as 
to the animals and plant kingdoms 
and that perpetration of the most 
dreadful crimes is right if there is 
a military advantage to it 

"That is why our task la so terri- 
ble," the speaker brought out "It is 
the whole German nation, not the 
kaiser, we must defeat If the earth 
Is to continue a suitable place for 
human habitation. We must steel our- 
selves for the task before us. We 
must strike to win " 

Dean A. A. Potter of the engineering 
division discussed the place of techni- 
cal training In war work, the oppor 
tunlties there would be during the 
war and after the war for technically 
trained men, the work the college Is 
now doing in training men at Camp 
Fnnaton. Dean Potter leaves for 
Washington today for a conference on 
engineering research work In con- 
nection with the war. 

J. T. Willnrd presided and intro- 
duced the speakers, and stated that 
there was a great increase In the pa- 
triotic sentiment manifested since war 
bad been declared. 

The training of telegraphers at the 
college by Professors Hamilton and 
Raid is one of the most important 
phases of work the college Is doing. 
It Is said. To date, these two profes- 
sors have trained approximately 200 
telegraphers who will be of Inestim- 
able value to the United States, 

The program was interspersed with 
musical numbers by the college band 
the faculty quartet and the singing of 
"The Star Spangled Banner" by H. A 
G'Drien.

Text of the Address Deliveied Salnr 
day by CoUege Head 

President Jardlno's address follows 

The kindly consideration I have re 
coived at the hands of the students 
and faculty of (his institution in my 
eight years' experience here, has 
meant a great deal to me. It Is your 
good will towards me that In a verv 
large measure, has been the means of 
bringing to me this promotion and 
honor. 

The Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege has gained a national reputa- 
tion under the administration of Dr 
Waters. Its growth has been almost 
unprecedented. There la opportunity 
lor rendering still greater sen Ice and 
It will ever be my aim to direct Its 
affairs in such manner as to assure 
ltd continued growth and service. 

A change in the presidency of an 
institution Is always fraught with un- 
rest and uncertainty In normal times 
but to "swap horaea" in the middle 
of a very turbulent stream as this 
Institution has done, multiplies sev- 
eral fold the difficulties. I am not 
nnmindul, therefore, of the very grave 
responsibility resting upon me. How 
ever, the assurance of undivided sup 
liort and co-operation which 1 liavn 
received from faculty, student body, 
citizens of Manhattan and the atate 
and friends of the institution every- 
where. Inspire in me confidence of 
final success. 

1 have never sought positions of M 
sure. The only real satisfaction that 
liws come to me, as to everyone. I 
believe, has been dulvcd from meet- 
ing and mt-slerlng difficult situations 
1 am not discouraged, therefore, be- 
cause of the difficulties that confront 
me now. 

Colleges Play Rig Part 

The crisis through winch thT H coun 
try and the world are passing nec- 
essarily interrupts and disarranges 
the plans of educational Institutions, 
especially of those institutions the 
type or our own. The 48 land grant 
colleges of the United States have 
performed a very useful and import- 
ant service tc tho Government sine* 
nur entrance Into the war.

Various inquiries have been made 
by different organizations on the 
campus regarding the paynlent of the 
fraternity taxes now due. 

An extract from the law which re- 
lates to the Oreek-letter societies la 
ita follows: "All yearly dues and Inl- 
tialton fee3 in excess of (12 per an- 
num must be paid on account, even 
1 ho ugh such dues or membership fees 
are In part payment for board and 
lodging; but where any sum paid cov- 
ers two charges, one dues and the oth- 
er hoard and 1ml gin g, the tax Is ap- 
plicable only to the amount paid as 
dues. Lfahllity i<> tax on account el 
charge which is actually dues cannot 
be avoided by erroneously describ- 
ing It or any part as payment for 
hoard and lodging or anything else." 

Many of the campus societies, 
through a misunderstanding of the 
law, have not paid this tax It Is said.

production of foodstuffs and the eli- 
mination or waste it la not neces- 
sary or agricultural colleges to re- 
organise la order to fit their work 
Into the new conditions and render 
maximum service. The type of train 
Ing which our agricultural colleges 
were designed to give, that of fitting 
young men and women for useful 
work in the world, prepared them for 
ready entrance into national service 
and made their efforts Immediately 
fruitful. During the last twelve 
months agricultural colleges have 
fully Justified their existence They 
have won a place for themselves that 
will not easily be contested. 
Everyone nt W«r 
As long as this struggle lasts, the 
chief duty of our institution wilt be. 
to plan Its work so as to render the 
moat effective service possible to the 
country. Every institution, every ci- 
tizen, man, woman, and child, Is a 
vital part of the lite and death strug- 
gle In which the nations of the world 
are engaged and our every activity 
must be devoted to its victorious ter- 
mination. 

The pa at fifteen days have const I- 
toted the most critical ones in the 
history of this country. The German 
drive on the western front has been 
severer than most students of the sit- 
uation thought possible the day before 
It began. The Huns have driven furav 
er into -Allied territory than was ever 
thought possible. They are now be- 
ing held, bat they are digging in and 
there they will remain until the 
i'nlte.1 States sends at least two mil- 
lion men to France In addition to 
those now there. 

Three Years Mere of War 
The impression I got while in Wash- 
ington was that the war would last 
at least three years longer, or until 
we could get enough men over there 
to break the western line This is 
what must be done before the war 
can be won. The Germans must b< 
threshed and threshed well, brought 
to their knees, before a saitstactory 
peace can he brought about. We are 
the only country capable of doing 
this now. The Allies have all they 
can do to hold the Germans In check 
to say nothing of breaklcf. their hold 
This is for us to do. 

It Is impossible for anyone to say 
what Is the most important thing that 
needs to be done, because wat seems 
most important today may not seem 
tomorrow In the light of the days 
events. Today the moat important 
thing seems to be the transporting of 
troops. Yesterday It was transporting 
food. I was told In Washington by 
men lecently returned from Prance. 
by the French High Commission, by 
Mr. Hoover and his staff, that the 
French people were on one-third ra- 
ti™ and that the French army, not- 
withstanding the fact that It Is ho!d> 
Ing two-birds of the western line, had 
been reduced 16 per cent of the nor 
mal ration. There is s nation ttaa: 
has been fighting foe four rear*. 
where every man, woman, and child, 
have been putting forth super-nor- 
mal efforts to hold their country 
m.ainst the mahclnaUons of the most 
despicable trio wta 'ever disgraced 
a civilised world: The Kaiser. Lnden- 
dorf, and von Hlndenburg. 



How much longer the French peo- 
ple can hold oat an a ono third ra- 
tion, always under the strain of ex- 
pecting to hear momentarily of the 
death of another son, another brother 
or father or husband, no one knows. 
Par four yean they have labored, 
fought, and suffered under the most 
terrible conditions. We hate only 
sent them our-tenths of the very mod- 
set request for food they have made 
of us and now they are willing to 
even have this reduced If we will only 
send them men to help hold the front. 
We have net been able to sand them 
Ibe food they desire bcauae we have, 
not been willing to reduce our own 
consumption of bread to the point 
where our surplus was FUfficlent 

This year's wheat crop amounts to 
only 850,000,000 burhels, a Utile less 
than was consumed In the United 
States the previous year. Up to March 
1, 1918, we have shipped 94,000,000 
bushels of wheat to Francs. Wa sim- 
ply must send her 40,000,000 bushels 
more out of the past year's crop which 
will cause a reduction In our own sup- 
ply of St per cent of our entire crop. 
Dp to date, Mr. Hoover stated that 
we had been able to under, our pres- 
ent voluntary system from IE to IT 
per cent, but that some more effecv 
tive measure than this must be ad- 
opted ; that there were two alternates 
tivee; we could voluntarily go on a 
very restricted diet as regards wheat, 
or go on a forced corn ration for the 
last two months of the present crop 
year,. 

Little Food In France 
For teveral days at a time people 
In northern France go entirely with- 
out bread. The use of milk Is not 
permitted by children over three years 
of age. Grain is not fed to animals 
any more, but la held for human con 
sumption. Barley Is not used in mak- 
ing beer except in sections where 
there is no water fit for drinking pur- 
poses. Fancy pastries, candles, etc., 
are no longer manufactured. Butter 
Is not served In public eating places. 
Eggs are practically a thing of the 
past. In England they are used only 
In hospitals for invalids. Here Is 
Prance, a nation that in normal times 
derived 52 per cent of Its food from 
cereals, now fighting on onerthird ra- 
tion composed of materials they arc 
not accustomed to using, largely. 
French Without. Sugar 
The sugar situation abroad Is very 
acute. There were several months 
last winter when sugar was not ob- 
tainable by the French people. To- 
day its use Is limited to the very 
minimum. Likewise, over 61 per cent 
of the normal rice import has been 
criminated and F.O per cent of cereals 
and dried vegetables. 

Prospects In France for good crops 
this coming season are small. There 
in no opportunity to work the land 
to any extent because the animals 
have been requisitioned. The machln 
cry has rusted In the fields daring the 
vast tour years that they have been 
Idle. There is no one left but women 
U- work the land and while they aro 
doing a heroic work, neither women 
nor men can do much in agricultural 
production without horses or machin- 
ery. 

The situation will grow more acute 
each day we continue at war. Eng- 
land under lie reorganization and ef- 
ficient machinery 1s producing more 
food than the did before the war, but 
England has never been an agricul- 
tural country. They have never tak- 
en agricultural production seriously 
until the last two years, only during 
this time they have produced any con- 
siderable quantities of foodstuffs. 
They are now doing better than ever 
before, largely because the govern- 
ment has taken control and the wo- 
men have volunteered or farm ser- 
vice. If a man does not farm his 
land as the government thinks he 
should, his land is taken away from 
him and put into the hands of some- 
one who will, 

A large share of the farm work In 
ling] and is now being done by wo- 
men. They don't regard knitting aj 
« (irk for women in England any long 
er A woman Is only considered to 
he doing real work when she Is do- 
ing a man's job. Only those industries 
which are essential to the war are 
permitted to continue. Women are 
rendering more effective services In 
these Industries than was ever thought 
possible before the war. 

Women De Men's Work ' 
When women were first called out 
to work in England, chaotic condi- 
tions prevailed. No one knew where 
to place them or how to take care 
of them, but in the two years they 
have been at it, a very definite, ef- 
ficient plan has been evolved through 
careful study and experimentation, 
until now a very perfect plan has 
been worked out Practically the 
last word has been said upon the 
subject. Women workers are well 
taken care of not only at their work 
but In their living conditions. Wo- 
men are rendering a big service, do 
log at least half of the manual labor 
in England and Franca.

The question of women workers In 
France was comparatively simple, but 
not so in England. We are tike Eng- 
land and must profit by her exper- 
ience if we are to get the moat effec- 
tive service from the women of Am- 
erica At least seventeen volumes 
have already been published, embody- 
ing the experiences of England in pro- 
viding suitable working conditions and 
living accomodations for women 
workers in the different industries 
including agriculture. 

Kot a MlUtarj War 

In America we are still fighting the 
war as we fought the SpanlshhAmerl- 
can war We are inclined to regard 
t as a military war. England re- 
garded it so at first, but France never 
did. Prance knew it to be from the 
first a life and death struggle i 
which her continued existence as a 
nation was at stake, a struggle In 
which the united and determined ef- 
forts of every individual would be 
necessary for a successful tormina* 
lion. England now recognlr.es tne 
conflict for what It la and today tho 
Allied peoples are fighting as hard 
behind the lines and anfefrlng behind 
the lines as much as the soldiers are 
in the line. 

Every man, woman, and child real- 
ises the vital responsibility resting 
upon him Individually. Every energy 
every activity, ;s turned to but one 
end. Aa stated before, every non-es- 
sential Industry has been eliminated. 
For instance, umbrella factories are 
no longer manufacturing umbrellas 
but are now turning out aeroplane 
wings. Watch makers are now mak- 
ing magnetos, etc. 

Too Mnch Profiteering 

There is more business abroad than 
usual, but it Is an entirely different 
kind of business. In America we are 
doing business as usual on a large 
scale, individuals are still primarily 
engaged in making money. The first 
interest of every business man in 
Manhattan, in Kansas, of every farm- 
er in the state, is making money 
We are engaged In a war that Is more 
destructive of materials than any con 
flirt known In history. Men are 
pouring out their Ufeblood by tens of 
thousands. Homes In every commu- 
nity or this state and the nation will 
soon he suffering personal loss as 
cur men take their place on the bat- 
tle line Yet our first aim Is still to 
make money and we grumble when 
We are asked to forego white bread. 

Winning the war and making mon- 
ey are ideas diametrically opposed. 
In the huge war preparations some 
will unavoidably make money but It 
will be made out of the blood of their 
fellow men. 

World Looks to America 

Our business now must be to win 
this fight and we must relegate to 
the background personal ambitions 
and desires. We ought to measure our 
actions In terms of what we are do- 
ing towards winning the war. 

We must come to this. The hope 
of the world lies in us. We are the 
only nation left which can hope to 
defeat the German military machine. 

We must sense our own personal 
responsibilities. We are eating too 
much white bread, wearing too many 
fine clothes, driving too luxurious au- 
tomobiles. W« must come to the point 
where we are wflltng to share the 
suffering and sacrificing of our Al- 
lies In every respect. 

Patriotism aftast Osase First 

We all want to see the fight won, 



we realise that to win It will require 
the last full measure of devotion 
from each and every one of us. We 
must learn to do as they have been 
compelled to do In England and France 
If we are to avoid the terrible fate 
that has overtaken those countries, 
and if the hope which the world plac- 
es In us Is not be be placed In vain. 
Ravage Conquered Peoples 

It Is reported that in Poland over 
3,000,000 people have been killed and 
starved to death and 650,000 others 
have been deported to work In Ger- 
man industries and on German farms. 
It Is reported that the Germans have 
destroyed the titles to the land in 
Poland and settled heir own peoplo 
upon It Likewise In Alsace Lorraine 
the loyal French that remained have 
been deported and their titles tfa 
lands destroyed and the same turned 
over to Germans. To a large extent 
this Is going on In Belgium. In Ru- 
mania people are starving because the 
Germans have raked the country with 
a fine tooth comb to secure food- 
stuffs for their armies. Now we have 
the pitiable spectacle o the Russian 
people being driven and mowed down 
by ruthless German armies who ig- 
nore them even when they haw 
thrown down their arms and refused 
to fight 

Vast Fight All Germany 

The German people have been 
taught that it la biologically sound 



for nation to fight against 
that the law of survival of the fit- 
test extends to nations as well aa to 
the animals and plant kingdoms, that 
the perpetration of the most dreadful 
crimes Is right and proper if there 
Is a military advantage in It. 

Gorman fathers who may be kind 
and gentle with their own families 
think nothing of mutilating and mur- 
dering women and children of another 
nation It there is military advantage 
in It The German people have been 
taught for the last 40 years that this 
Is a sound principle. They have had 
tuch principles drilled Into them while 
we Americans have been taught ex- 
actly the reverse.

BIG ACREAGE IN POTATOES 

Professor Dickon* Report* "Spud" 
Condition la Favorable 

A somewhat larger acreage Of po- 
tt toes than usual In Kansas la re- 
ported this year by Albert Dickens, 
who has Just returned from a tour 
ot the large potato districts of the 
•tote. 

The average acreage of the crop In 
Kansas Is 60.000, the average yield is 
85 bushels. In 1314 the average 
price was 90 cents, and tn 1917 $1.30 
Wyandotte, Shawnee, and Johnson 
counties have usually the greatest 
Acreages. 

The potatoes ■now in the ground are 
In good shape. Professor Dickens 
states. More attention than usual 
has been given to rotation, green 
manuring and other modern methods 
Some growers In the Kaw valley are 
raising 350 acres each, patches of 
100 acres are not uncommon, and 
there are many growers who have up- 
warda of 20 acres In potatoes 

A conference of potato growers 
will he held In May In Topeka.

Government l*ty» Expenses 

Actual expenses Incident to train- 
ing the men will he paid by the gov- 
ernment. Dr. J. T, Willard, vico> presi- 
dent of tbe college, says. An at- 
tempt la >;cing made now by a corps 
of college engineering faculty mem- 
bers to determine the cost of the 
courses, and to outline the work. 

A representative of the war acti- 
vities council was In Manhattan two 
months ago arranging for the work to 
he given the men. At that time Doc- 
tor Willard expressed a willingness 
to co-operate in any war movement 
Then the administration of the train- 
ing was handed over to tbe war de 
partment, and plana formerly made 
were discarded, until the arrival of 
Mr. Smiley again opened up the pro- 
ject. 

Use College Gymnasium 

The plans of housing and feeding 
the men, aa mapped out previously 
by "Doctor Willard and as published 
tn The COtleglan, probably will 
used. The college gymnasium has 
been offered as a barracks, and ar- 
rangements will be made with the 
cafeteria to feed the soldiera. The 
Y. M. C. A. also offered the use of n 
gymnasium, but it Is probable that 
the college gymnasium will be pre- 
ferred by the war department, be- 
cause of the size of tbe latter. 

A practical course in motor In- 
struction Is what the government 
wants. Even foundry work may be 
Included, although the main instruc- 
tion will be along the Hues or fanui 
i&rizlng the men with motor opera- 
tion and repairing.

Hut said that she did not 
know for sure, as Dean Potter ktas- 
self did not know when ha left tor 
Washington. A short telegram told 
the dean that he was needed In the 
national capita). 

To L. E. Conrad, professor of oivfl 
engineering, probably will fall many 
of the administrative duties m tha 
dlvlslon _ of engineering. Professor 
Conrad Is acting dean Of tbe iivUJon; 
when Dean Potter Is out of town.

In March alone 
more than f.1,000 worth of poison and 
more than 300 letters ot Information 
were sent out by this department 
The calls have come mostly from 
western Kansas but also from the 
adjoining states snd Texas. 

Last fat] this department was call- 
ed upon for advice and poison to be 
used in the extermination of pocket 
gophers to a greater extent than ever 
before and thus spring the demand 
contlnus. This indicates that interest 
In conserving farm products and pre- 
venting waste la Increasing, in the 
opinion of Dr. R, K. Naboors, pro- 
fessor of zoology.

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Frofemr Melraers Pat to Work Br 

Pleat Pathologists 

L. E Melcbers, acting head ot the 
department of botany, was placed at 
the head ot three different plant di- 
sease projects at the recent meeting 
of state plant pathologists at Lincoln 
Nebr. 

Professor Melchers has been made 
leader in a project on corn smut di- 
sease. The other states represented 
at the meeting will co-operate with 
him tn the work and wtll be given di- 
rections for method of procedure In 
working out the problem. He baa also 
been placed at the head ot a move- 
ment directed against a new dlsesae 
known as the black chall and stem 
diseases of wheat, which he first re- 
ported In America In 1914. The third 
problem assigned to Mm Is In regard 
to certain potato diseases. 

While in attendance at the meeting, 
Professor Melchers made arrange- 
ment* in which the plant disease sur- 
vey of this state la to be carried out 
more extensively than ever before. 
The government will probably send a 
man here to co-operate with him. This 
Investigator will be In the field prac- 
tically the entire growing season re- 
porting on the prevalence of plant dls 
eases. It Is also possible than an ex 
tension man on truck crop disease* 
will be appointed by the government

Reciprocity with the colleges of 
Great Britain and France for the 
purpose ot educating the people ot 
America and Europe to a better un- 
derstanding of war and after-the-war 
problems la reoeamemded by Dr. Ly- 
man .P Powell, President of Hobart 
college. Dr. Powell, who recently re- 
turned from an important war mis- 
sion, during wmhc he made a surrey 
of tbe educational situation In Eng- 
land and France, advocates sending 
to Europe a delegation ot" prominent 
Americans representing the leading 
national educational associations, the 
Rockefeller and Carnegie Foundation* 
the League to Enforce Peace, and 
other organisation* interested In 
world recognition, to confer 1 with the 
leading educators of England and 
France. 

Thla war, he says, baa brought 
about a recasting of educational stand 
ards. "There la emerging a new ap- 
preciation of the cultural values ot 
England and France which hat long 
been overshadowed by the bombastic 
and pretentious ktilture of the foe 
Nowhere can education after the war 
be what It was before. To beat Ger- 
many is merely our first task. We 
hsve set out teeth to perform that 
task snd we are going to do it stand- 
ing shoulder to shoulder with our 
allies. 

'We shall not disappoint our noWe 
friends across the see. Our college 
boys will do their duty. They will give 
the last full measure of devotion. 
Harvard and Yale, Chicago and Otmr- 
lln, California and l.eland Stanford 
wilt stand cheek by Jowl with Oxford 
nd Cambridge, London and Paris, Dl 
Jon and Bordeaux, In presenting an 
officially championed at the outbreak 
of the war not merely by the govern- 
ment but by the university professors 
scientific men, historians and public- 
ists who declared that civilisation de 
pends on "the victory ot German ml 
lltarlsm" and that Kuitur must rear 
Its domes over mountain k of corpses 
oceans of tears, and death-rattle ot the 
conquered. 

"All the way through these coming 
years of the rebuilding of the world, 
our colleges must see straight,' They 
must not forget that Mactrlavelll ires 
a mere tyro by the side of the un- 
speakable Prussian- They must not 
be fooled Into the belief that Pan- 
Germanism has been developed by our 
enemy for mere war-consumption. 
They must think before and after. 
They must remember that scarcely 
was the Kaiser peeied on the throne 
before the abmlnable propaganda be- 
gun to give undue prominence to Ger- 
man language and German Influence 
In the schools and colleges of the 
whole world. They must never for a 
moment forget that all this vicious 
effort to poison the springs or the 
world's highest Ideals has had the 
financial backing of the German gov- 
ernment itself. 

"Our colleges will not be deceived 
by any plea to let bygones be by- 
gones. They will have before them 
ever In cold type the deliberate and 
slowly developed purpose of the ene- 
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time in the sweet snd Irish potato J my to create a German nation in our 
dlr.trir.t8 and the growing sections of nation recognised as recently as 1913

BURNING STRAW AIDS KAlSKIt 



firmer* Urged to Feed It and Release 
flrals 

Every time a farmer burns a straw 
stack he is giving aid to the kaiser! 
By feeding straw and other rough 
feeds together with small amounts of 
cottonseed meal or cake, grain may tw 
released, points out Edward C. John- 
son ,dean of the division of exten- 
sion In the Kansas State Agricultural 
college. 

Many straw stacks have been burn- 
ed in the last few weeks. In travel- 
ing 14 miles one man saw 14 burn- 
ing stacks la a certain Kansas coun- 
ty. In Iowa and other corn belt 
states cattlemen are paying as high 
as IT a ton for straw. 

Farmers who have been using 
straw, silage, corn fodder, and a 
small amount ot alfalfa bay with a 
little cottonseed meal or cake or some 
soft corn say that thla msmlrtsarinsi 
makes food inexpeeslve bee. The 
straw should at least be spread ent 
to enrich the soU.

Perhaps few of us 
will go so far as the writer In the 
Fortnightly Review, who says we are 
indebted to literary Germany for 
"little beyond the perversion of whal 
»■«« the Intensely human genius of 
Carlyle Into a manner of fascinating 
monstrosity" We shall all, how- 
ever, put the knife lu deep. Nowhere 
more surely than In our colleges Is 
it evident in the light of our new un- 
derstanding of the value of French 
and Spanish that the 'German lan- 
guage has been overestimated even 
for the ocmmertfUl purposes. No- 
where more definitely than In our 
colleges wll men turn back again to 
the Judgment of William James, 
trained In French thinking, who pro- 
claimed nearly a generation ago that 
German philosophy wss not all the 
Germans claimed for it. 

"England wll] teach us her best 
and France the day Is not far dis- 
tant when young America will learn 
how to combine precision with the 
power to generalise. Together with 
our Allies, we rhall plan out wisely 
the new education essential to any 
league to preserve peace and shall 
realise increasingly the truth in Mr. 
H. Q. Well's words that "Now that 
the apostolic succession of the old 
pedagogy Is broken, and the entire 
system discredited. It seems ^credi- 
ble that it can ever again be reco 
stftntod in lu old seats upon the old

"It is a sordid thing to say since 
the whole nation Is concerned in this 
war, that It Is our business to help 
In the killing,' said Mr. Burr, "but It 
la our business. Anything that seeks 
to draw our attention away from that 
business plays directly Into tbe hands 
ot the kaiser, weakens our own 
hands, and prolongs the war." 

"Agitators who try to draw tbe at- 
tention of the people away from the 
war, and those who appeal to Indi- 
vidual and class interests rather 
than to national loyalty were pointed 
out as greater menaces to this coun- 
try than the persons standing avow- 
edly for Germany because they are 
more difficult to apprehend. 

"if we lose the war it will be due 
to the selfishness of the Americans 
at home," said Mr. Burr. "We will 
never win If we go into it to see how 
we or ony class can use It to further 
our own interests." 

kr. Burr pointed out that we can 
not expqpt the r«jnh> of *he German 
propaRaraJa to !« /different In Am*rl- 
ca"' than It was fcn Rusak. At the 
bt sinning of the** war *e Russian 
anpy was the army that made the 
gains. The Russian army did not go 
to pieces until hunger and lack of 
clothing and arma drove the soldiers 
to it. Yet now in spite of the criti- 
cal situation, organized labor and 
anti-labor associations are each 
preaching loyalty to class Interests 
and individual Interests and neither 
tc tbe interests of their country,

divisional societies wfelch will be 
published shortly will show the num- 
ber of members and the stamp pur- 
chases of each- Every student should 
do his Individual bit tp enable his 
division to make a creditable show- 
ing. 

It Is particularly fitting that we 
should push this work so well start 
edto a successful concl onion during 
these days when the country at large 
Is responding bo loyally to the call of 
the Third Liberty Loan. Buying 
stamps may not seem so brilliant or 
so Imprest ve ss buying Liberty Bonds 
but It accomplishes Just the same re- 
sults for our fighting forces and in 
addition enables thousands who could 
not buy the larger bonds to play 
their part. 

What we have done so far has been 
characterized by P W. Ooeble, state 
director, as a "good start." The cam- 
paign has been under way somewhat 
longer la the public schools of tht 
state, hot somt/of the refolts achiev- 
ed njBorifr the youngsters may well 
make us look to offr laurals. 

Several of the towns report their 
war savings societies 100 per cent 
throng In membership.

Shot ud IBM at 
Camp Dodge 

Sergt. Wilbur (Juicy) Lane, fresh- 
man to agriculture last year, was 
shot and killed at Camp Dodge, Ia, 
Sunday, according to word rocelveu 
by friends here No details of the 
manner in which Lane waa wounded 
were given. The first telegram re- 
ceived told that Lane was "short" 
and in a dangerous condition. Evi- 
dently "short" should have been 
"shot," for the word waa received 
yesterday morning that Lane had died 
at 7 o'clock in the morning: 

Lane was well known. He was a 
popular member of the Pi Kappa Al 
pha fraternity, and shone as a fresh- 
man basketball star. 

In the absence of details as to 
how Lane met his death, friends havf 
advanced many theories, the most pro 
liable of which s^cms to bo that the 
former Aggie failed to Btop soon 
enough to please an over-anxious 
guard. 

As far as Is known, Lane Is the 
first Aggie man to lose his life in 
service In the Great War.

A gold service stride la being worn 
by members of the Second Engineer 
regiment, in which four Kansas Ag- 
gie students enlisted, writes Corp. Ar- 
thur H. Brewer. The engineers have 
been in France six months. 

Writing under date of March 12, 
Corporal Brewer says; 

'Six months ago we left the states. 
We are now entitled to the gold ser- 
vice stripe on the left arm. It is 
shout 2 1-2 Indies long and worn on 
a slant about three or four Inches 
above the end of .the sleeve. The 
same kind of stripe Is to be worn 
similarly on the right arm for 
wounds received in service over here 
Gosh, these six months have gone 
last, but we certainly have done some- 
thing In that time." 

Sees Planes Fight In Air 
Mr. Brewer descrdfbes a battle In 
the air. "Saw two air battles yes- 
terday. Sure a great sight. The 
planes seem to try to surround one 
another and try to take advantage of 
their height. Yon can hear the shoot- 
ing and see the little clouds of white 
and black smoke caused by the ex- 
plosion of the shells and shrapnel. 

They seem to be on one level, then 
to find the airplanes you look away 
into the distance and you see little 
specks shining and disappearing— 
having the times of their Uvea try- 
ing to get out of each other's way, 

"And that's an airplane fight Have 
not seen any machines fall yet They 
fly over us all the time and we never 
lake the trouble to look up at them, 
they are so common— Just like auto- 
mobiles in a town. The Frenchmen 
never notice them, and we are becom- 
ing just about as Indifferent." 
Amor] wins Snipe Huns 

American snipers are more vigil- 
ant than the Frenchmen, according to 
Mr. Brewer, who is billeted six miles 
behind the line. 

The Germans can't understand us. 
Those who have been captured say 
that the Americans have little brains 
The Huns have been allowed the 
privilege of looking over the parapet 
and even or sitting down upon the 
parapet by the French, but the Amen 
cans knock them off. And they say 
we have little brains."

The meet In district one will he 
held In Topeka, district four In Em- 
poria, district five In Abilene, district 
six in Norton, district seven In Pratt 
and district eight m Wichita. Dls- 
rrlcta two and three have not set a 
definite date as yet, but have aasur 
ed Coach Clevenger that a meet will 
he held. 

Correspondence has been kept up 
between the district managers and the 
high school principals, and much in- 
terest has been aroused In the com- 
ing meet, Last year 22 schools scor- 
ed and as many more are expected 
thia year. 

The meet held last spring was one 
of the fastest high school affairs ever 
held In the state, five stale nig 1 ) 
school records helng broken and on... 
record tied. Records were made lu 
te G0>yard dash, 220-yard dash, Hu- 
yard dash, mile run, and mile relay 
while the lime Tor the century dash 
was tied. The winner of last year's 
meet was Wichita, with Topeka a 
close second, ana Osage City, with 
only two men entered, third.

The awards this year will be gold, 
sliver, and bronze medals for firs', 
second, and third place, a cup to the 
winning team, and a cup to the indi- 
vidual high point winner. The re- 
ceipts from the meet go to the team?

The war la going to last until we 
win. n may be long and it may bo 
Tory snort, but our aim la to win, 
and there la no turning back, was the 
declaration of MaJ. Gen. Leonard 
Wood in an address at the college au- 
ditorium last night in support of the 
Liberty Loan. 

"Your boys are going over the top 
some of titese mornings, and it is your 
duty to see that they have every- 
thing they need," he said. "They are 
going to do their duty In the trench- 
es. The question is, are you going to 
do your duty here? 

Must Back the Soldiers 

"The only way we are going to win 
Is by every person standing back of 
the men The most you can do here 
Is to buy r liberty bonds, help the 
families of the men over there, which 
Is a very noble service, support the 
government, and help in every way 
to build up the morale of this nation 
This is vour duty, but don't be deceiv, 
ed. This war will not be won by hig 
guns you buy, or any machine you 
may prepare for our soldiers. This 
wur will be won by the machine God 
made— men." 

The general told of hla recent trip 
to France, of the wonderful spirit of 
sacrifice and of the confidence of the 
men In final victory. He told very 
touching scenes of the life and sacri- 
ilcee of the people. 

Warns Against Confidence 

"This war Is a very tremendous 
war," he said "We condemn the prae 
tlces of the enemy, but we must admit 
that Germany has an efficient fight- 
ing force. We must be more effi- 
cient than they." 

The general urged a more serious 
conception of the war and its pur- 
poses. He cautioned the people of 
this country against a feeling of se- 
curity, and admonished them that If 
the present German drive, which he 
characterized as the gravest puan 
since the first days of the war, was 
a complete German victory, we would 
have reason for fear in this country. 

"The gallant soldiers of England, 
France, Italy and Belgium are hold- 
ing the line, while the greatest of de- 
mocracies Is getting ready," he said. 

General Wood urged alKive all that 
we prepare ourselvea for universal 
service and advocated both equality 
of obligation with equality of privi- 
lege. He said this was not the last 
war. that wars would exist until hu- 
man nature' changed, and our only re- 
sort was to be prepared for It when 
it comes.

First Quota of Student-Soldiers Is Dm 
May 16 

Two hundred and fifty soldiers 
will be brought from Carnp Fnuaton to 
the college May IS, to receive train- 
ing In wireless telegraphy, electrical 
engineering, ox y acetylene welding, 
telephones, motor trucks, automobiles 
and tractors. 

The men will tsay at the college 
eight weeks and will take training in 
each of these lines, spending a week 
or ten days on each. Thfre Is A 
possibility that after the first group 
has completed the course, two other 
groups will come, but this matter ha a 
not yet been definitely settled. 

In teaching the courses in automo- 
biles, trucks and tmctors, the instruc- 
tors desire that the soldiers should 
learn not only the operation of the 
automobiles, trucks, and tractors, but 
they may be able to repair and re- 
build old machines. 

The college is on the look 'ml for 
old cars to be brought to the college 
for repair or to he purchased for 
equipment In the laboratory Such old 
cars should be taken to W. W. Carl- 
son, professor of shop practice, who 
was appointed to take charge of the 
v.ork of the soldiers. 

The men will be quartered in the 
lO'mnasium for a time. Barracks may 
be lutllt later for their uae. A part of 
the men will be fed at the college 
cafeteria and arrangements probably 
will be made for the rest of them at 
an eating house In Aggtevllle or down- 
town.

Washington to-day la the center of 
all our war work. It Is here that all 
the plans are made. It Is here that 
all the orders are issued and all re 
ports are sent. In all the work made 
necessary by this greatest task oi<r 
country has ever undertaken, there 
la much conufusion and inefficiency 
caused by so many people trying to 
fill positions for which they have had 
no training.

To leave the city by train, in 
either sleeper or chair car, reserva 
lion must be secured long la ad- 
vance. 

One cannot help but be impressed 
by the seriousness expressed in the 
faces on the street. The determina- 
tion .the earnstness, the enthusiasm

We must be willing 
and ready, not ouly to send our boys 
give our money, but if necessary, to 
make the supreme sacrifice of life 
itself, If we are to be succeosul in 
winning this struggle "To the end thai 
the whole world may be free." 

There is no other way. We can- 
not furnish the food, the clothing, 
the munitions, tbe ships and all the 
en urinous quantities of all sorts of 
supplies needed, until every man, wo- 
man and child gets down to hard 
pan and makes a personal sacrifice.

(rue government "for and by the peo- 
ple" la to endure, we must give all 
if need be, to save our flag from dis 
tumor. We who stay at home must 
back the boys going to the front with 
all we have and all wc are. waltine, 
for our reward until the time comes 
when wc i-liall have a right to enjoy 
a lasting peace and plenty, because 
we have earned it by our sacrifice. 

This Men of lelf-sacriflce, ellmlna 
Hon of selfish ambition and the sink 
lug of ffl interest, Is no new prin> 
ciple, no untried t'llng but a truism 
It wis iiMd ns the subject q the 
greatest sermon ever preached — advo 
rnlnl by the Greatest Teacher the 
flrorld has ever known — has been read 
n:t<re and practiced less than any- 
thing ever written. 

Tills prlciple is not applicable to Uu 
winning of this war alone but to tht 
tnceua of any venture, any occupa 
t*on or any hitslness.

Camp 

"The College Woman's Plattsburg" 
will he inaugurated at Vassar college, 
Poughkeepsle, N Y„ this summer. 

The training camp is a Uref 
months' course In the theory and 
practice in nursing preliminary to 
two years' training in approved hos- 
pitals, leading to th<; title of regis- 
tered nurse. It laau from June 24 
to September 13. Tbe fee is 195, which 
provides for registration. board, 
room and laundry, liiacb student will 
furnish her own uniform, all students 
living In college dormitories. Wo- 
men who have graduated in the years 
19(li< to 1918, Inclusive, from colleges 
recognized by the New York Education 
department, are eligible tor the train- 
ing. Catalugues and registration 
Hunks may be obtained uy address- 
ing Dean Herbert E. M'lls. Training 
Camp. Poughkeepsfe, N. Y. 

The camp is und<?r the auspices of 
Hi.- American Red Cross, which has 
I rovlded a guarantee fund of 175,- 
i ion to cover the operating expenses 
of the school. The fuculty includes 
representative men and women in the 
sciences and in the medical and nurs- 
ing profession and the equipment and 
facilities conform to the highest stand 
ards of prof er aiio nal schools. The 
course Inclodes anatomy, physiology. 
hygiene, bacteriology, applied chem- 
istry, nutrition and dietetics, elemen- 
tary nursing and bandaging, hospital 
economics and the social and histor- 
ical aspects ot nursing. 

After completing the course of study 
at the training camp, the student will 
enter a hospital, where she will take 
two years' training. She will then 
receive a diploma of the hospital and 
the title of registered nurse, whlrh is 
essential for enrollment in the Red 
Cross and for all Important nursing 
positions. 

Trained nurses are in great demand 
both for military work and for posi- 
tions if public health at present 
The recruiting commute states: "It 
' can safely he said that there Is no 
j service to one's country comparable 
to meeting the demands which the 
i future w'll inevitably make. No 
American man or woman has the 
right today tu work upon any other 
basis than that the war will continue 
Indefinitely, The nurse's service is 
the battle line of women's patriotic 
work.

But Tier ■■« Be Adenjoately TraJa- 
Expert Says 

If agronomists are to meet the de- 
mand of the reconstruction period af- 
ter the war Is orer they must be ade- 
quately trained, according to C. B 
Hutchinson, professor of plant breed- 
ing at Cornell university, who spot* 
Tuesday before Trl-K. honorary ag- 
ronomy fraternity 

"If they are adequately trained," 
said Professor Hutchinson, "they will 
lie able to meet any crisis — handle 
any problem. Before long men who 
expect to specialize along agronomy 
lines will be required to take post 
graduate courses. 

"An agronomist must be a clearing 
house between those ideas which are 
purely scientific and those which are 
radically practical. He must learn to 
be far sighted and broad minded 
enough to take the essentials of the 
theorist and apply them In a practi- 
cal way. 

"Among many laymen there Is a 
hostile attitude toward the purely 
scientific research. They begrudge 
the money spent that way and fail to 
realize the vast benefits that will re- 
sult. After the war, whon It will be 
forcefully shown how the colleges 
stepped to the forefront at the most 
import snt crisis the nation has known, 
this attitude will change. Laymen 
will more readily understand the 
necessity of land grant colleges."

Rock wood and Newcomb Products 
Are U. S. Art Contribution!. 

Rookwood and Newcomb pottery 
probably bear a clearer title to the 
stamp "made in America" than any 
other product in the American field 
of art, according to Hiss Grace M. 
Palmer, instructor in home art in the 
college. 

"This stamp in these two cases is 
one of which to be proud," said Miss 
Palmer, "sinca both potteries have 
won many highest awards and gold 
medals in this country and abroad. 

"Kookwood is made by the Rook- 
wood Pottery, Cincinnati, Ohio. The 
clays come mostly from the Ohio val- 
ley but some are brought from Chat- 
tanooga, Tenn., and some from Vir- 
ginia. 

"While these clays are being made 
into the beautiful vases, bowls, jars, 
and other forms, each piece passes 
through the hands of 21 persons. 
Much of the pottery is thrown — that 
is it is made on the potters' wheel, 
being carefully shaped by the human 
hand, but some of it is molded or 
cast 

"Since the date of its founding by 
Mrs. Maria Longworth Storer of Cin- 
cinnati in 1880," according to Miss 
Palmer, "the Kookwood pottery has 
been subject to constant experiment 
and study. As a result many new and 
excellent glazes have been given to 
the public, and In a field where we 
have had little of which to be proud, 
Rookwood has challenged the admir- 
ation of the world.' " 

Newcomb pottery is made by col- 
lege girls in Sophie Newcomb Me- 
morial college, Tulane university, 
New Orleans, under the direction of 
Prof. Elizabeth Woodward Reed of 
the school of art. The output of the 
kilns is sold and the profits returned 
to the students. The decorations are 
all taken from the conventionalized 
flowers and tree farms of the south, 
and as in the Rookwood pottery, 
there are no duplications in design 
or in pottery forms. The clay comes 
from the bayous of the Mississippi 
river. 

Rookwood was an artistic venture 
in the business world and proved a 
financial as well as an artistic suc- 
cess. Newcomb is a venture in the 
field of vocational education and has 
proved an educational as well as an 
artistic and financial success. Both 
results are due to the fact that the 
wares won a merited popularity. 

"In recommending to the public 
the purchase of these two wares," 
said Miss Palmer, "we are recom- 
mending two of the best wares made 
in America. While thinking people 
are economizing in many ways dur- 
ing this war time, they realise that 
they can not afford to starve the 
aesthetic side ■ of their natures any 
more than they can afford to starve 
the physical."

FIVE NEW QUILL MEMBERS 

Half of Manuscripts Submitted in 
Contest wore Accented. 

Five persons out of ten submitting 
manuscripts in the Quill membership 
contest were successful, and will be 
taken into the club. 

Each semester the Quill club in- 
vites college students to submit 
manuscripts. If a judging commit- 
tee finds that these papers have liter- 
ary merit, the writers are eligible for 
membership. 

The new pledges are Miss Clemen- 
tine Paddleford, freshman in indus- 
trial journalism, Miss Nellie Thorn- 
burgh, Miss Charlotte Russell, and 
Miss Laura Shingledecker, sopho- 
mores in industrial journalism, and 
Coleman W. McCambell, junior in 
agriculture. 



The enrollment in the college 
shows a smaller decrease this year 
than many persons expected. The en- 
rollment of 3,340 last year was the 
largest in the history of the institu- 
tion and this year the number is al- 
most 76 per cent that of last year. 
This year's enrollment is 2,407, the 
same as for the year 1910-'ll. 

The decrease naturally was among 
the men where a 25 per cent loss was 
sustained, due to the demand for 
men in the army and war work. The 
decrease of 8,4 per cent in women 
students can only be explained by 
the fact that some were needed to 
replace the men at home and others 
did not enroll because of an unsettled 
condition at the beginning of school. 

Prop. Enrollment Small. 

Another factor sometimes over- 
looked in comparing the enrollment 
by years is the fast decreasing enrol- 
ment in the school of agriculture 
which has dropped 40 per cent in the 
last four years under normal condi- 
I tions. 

The short course was much smaller 
this year than usual and the special 
semester did not add materially to 
the year's enrollment. 

The following tables compare the 
enrolment by years, classes, men and 
women :

The large senior class in 19 16-' 16 
was due to a change in the scholastic 
requirements for graduation, which 
caused some to finish in that year 
who would otherwise have graduated 
in KM 4 -'15. The greatest decrease 
this year was in the freshman class. 
While it is lower than in other classes 
it is thought that fewer of those en- 
rolled will drop their school work 
than heretofore. 

It is thought by many that while 
the war continues the ratio of men to 
women may widen from the present 
rate of 1.52 women to 1, but the 
total enrollment next year is not ex- 
pected to vary materially from that 
of this year. -.

Carl Depue Writes of Experience* at 
Naval Station. 

Carl E. Depue, a former K. S. A. 
C. student is in the naval station at 
Guam. He writes interestingly of his 
experiences since going into training. 
A part of his letter follows : 

"Uncle »Sam decided that I was 
needed at this station more than in 
Europe. After going through the 
navy yeoman school at San Francisco, 
I was detailed to the hospital corps 
training school at the station for 
three months. Then a call came for 
four yeoman at this station and I was 
selected for transfer. The average 
time to be in this station is from 18 
to 24 months. 

"George Washington's birthday 
was celebrated here with great pomp. 
A military parade was given in the 
morning consisting of Insular Patrol, 
marine companies with band, navy 
insular force, regular navy force and 
band, nil grammar and high school 
children and several patriotic floats. 

"Seven per cent of the native popu- 
lation are drilling. Universal mili- 
tary training was taken up one year 
ago at the request of the natives 
themselves. On this basis the United 
States would have seven million men 
under arms. 

"The navy has helped me out con- 
siderably. At the yeoman school I 
received three and one-half months 
instruction in shorthand. Part of my 
time I am clerk to certain officials 
and am always available for duty in 
the communication office to receive 
and send messages to and from the 
radio and cable stations. All cables 
and radiograms are censored, of 
course, but letters are not. 

"Some day I intend to be ready to 
make a final and successful dash for 
the honor of being graduated from 
dear old K. S. A. C. I have visited the 
University of California several 
times and Leland Stanford once, but 
with their splendor and magnificence 
they simply made me more homesick 
to be back at K. S. A. C."

'16, Now An Instructor 
ia Canton ColU««. 
The Canton Christian college, Can- 
ton, China, publishes an open letter 
by S. H. Taam, '16, who before com- 
ing to America studied in the Canton 
institution and is now instructor in 
animal husbanlry there. 
Mr. Taam says in his tetter; 
"Last year we started a few new 
lines of agricultural work. Thirteen 
varieties of rice, which were given by 
the Kwangtung Agricultural Experi- 
ment station, have been tested by the 
head- to-the -row method. We have 
also collectedjand planted 12 varieties 
of lichee on the campus, intending to 
select and breed the best types, and 
at the same time to study their insect 
diseases. Honolulu papaya, which 
was Introduced by Mr. G. W. Groff 
nine years ago, has ever since been 
under experiment and proved itself 
to be a successful sub-tropical fruit 
for South China. A bulletin on this 
subject has just been published in 
both English and Chinese. Early in 
the spring we commenced to raise a 
herd of native swine in a small way, 
and this project ia now quite promis- 
ing. We expect to secure some Berk- 
shires from the Philippine bureau of 
agriculture. An open front poultry 
house has been built and now we can 
keep as many as 200 fowls. 

"We have in our herbarium 1,600 
plant specimens of South China. The 
herbariura*ia in charge of Mr. C, 0. 
Levlne, the representative of the 
Kansas State Agricultural college. 

"Kwangtung province held its first 
agricultural fair on the Kwangtung 
Agricultural Experiment station 
grounds. Our herbarium specimens, 
papaya, lichee photographs, Ameri- 
can vegetables, student-grown vege- 
tables, all won the highest premiums. 
We sent over a delegation of 73 stu- 
dents and teachers to plant trees with 
other schools led by Civil Governor 
Chu on Arbor day. Our agricultural 
staff members took part in this fair 
as judges and lecturers. The next 
day in less than two hours we planted 
over 600 trees on the college campus 
after an enthusiastic meeting at 
which the civil governor 'and other 
prominent Chinese friends were pres- 
ent. It was one of the greatest events 
of the last academic year and will 
long be remembered, as many of 
those trees standing now everywhere 
on the campus will recall our pleasant 
memories. 

"I believe that there are great pos- 
sibilities in the work of the agricul- 
tural department of the Canton Chris- 
tian college, not only because the 
Chinese have good faith In us, but 
because they are demanding a bettor 
knowledge of agriculture. The vil- 
lagers on this island have watched 
with keen interest what Mr. Groff of 
the Pennsylvania State mission has 
done so far in the college gardens. 
They are amazed when they find that 
at this time of the year we are able to 
maintain more than 20 farmers and 
gardeners upon IS acres of land and 
are producing sweet corn, lima beans, 
papaya, etc., even on our hill land 
with its cement like soil, and that 
these things are growing so luxuri- 
ously. 

"I appreciate my privilege to be 
with the college and the farmers 
here. Much more do I appreciate the 
assistance our American friends are 
extending to us in such a splendid 
Christion spirit,"

Not one ounce of wheat flour Is to 
be used in the future in the college 
cafeteria beginning yesterday, accord- 
ing to Miss Flora Monroe, manager. 

"Our plan is to discontinue the use 
of wheat flour In any form and to 
educate the people to eat. other food 
In Its place," said Miss Monroe. "TbU 
being a state Institution the cafeteria 
should set an example by which thd 
people may profit. 

"More rice and potatoes will he 
served hereafter. These two starch 
foods will make up for the loss ot 
wheat Corn bread, corn muffins, 
barley muffins, and all combinations 
of wheat flour substitutes will be 
served More pastries will be made 
from wheat flour substitutes, such as 
the flour made from barley, corn, rice 
potatoes, tapioca, kefir, and oatmeal. 
Corn starch and rice flour will be us. 
ed for thickening. 

Substitute Are Scarce 

"The hlg problem now Is setting 
these substitutes In a large enough 
quantity to meet the demand By co- 
operating with the domestic science 
department, we hope to be able to 
purchase in large lots. 

"Soy hean flour Is another new 
wheat flour stfbstltutton nsed In pas 
try, but is not used extensively. This 
la became ot the large amount of 
protein contained In this glutinous 
hean. When combined In the proper 
proportion with a starchy (lour such 
an rice. It takes less fat in baiting be 
cause of tbe oil. 

Wheallesi Cost ft High 

"It will be an added expense to tho 
cafeteria to bake with these combina- 
tions, as the tngardlents will require 
more fat, more salt, and more labor 
Twice the amount of labor Is re- 
quired to make a pie crust with these 
substitute flours, as the crust must be 
thicker. The pie crust now used is 
made on a half and half basis of 
kaflr and corn flour. 

All cereals such as puffed wheat, 
breakfast wheats, cream of wheat, 
breakfast grits, life of wheat am* 
bran and graham flour, which are In 
the store room of the cafeteria will 
be sent to the domestic science depart 
ment to be used In the cooking class- 
es. 

"Miss Esther B. Chrtsttanson, 'Oi, 
who Is assisting In the domestic sci- 
ence department. Is now working out 
many new war recipes to he used in 
the cafeteria™

More Co-operation, Not Mere Orgnniia 
llun, the Need, Savi Visitor 

Not more organization but closer co- 
operation of farm and city organ Itsv 
tinns already existing la tbe essen- 
tial feature In building up a commun- 
ity, as presented by Frank B. White 
of Chicago, managing director of the 
Agricultural Publisher's association 
who addressed students and faculty 
of the Kansas State Agricultural col- 
lege Monday morning oil "Community 
and Business Building.'' 

"The failure In building up com- 
munity life lies In the failure of or- 
ganizations to co-operate." eafd Mr. 
White. "The town is the natural 
commercial trade centers mean* much 
to those persona whose homes make 
up Its neighborhood. A prosperous 
community means much to its trading 
center. 

"The problem of community build- 
ing is that of coupling together city 
and country life. It Is the problem of 
1 iiiidinc up business that will return 
satisfaction and will be a service to 
the neighborhood." 

A trained citizenship !s needed In 
building up the community, according 
to Mr. White. The college tin dent 
Is the cltlwn of his community whr> 
Is expected to render a service to that 
community. It is his du»y to spread 
the Ideal of community life — to work 
to tiring the farm >r and merchant to- 
gether for the t>etterment of the com- 
ma tty.

The average maxi- 
mum tor April was G1.2 and the aver- 
age minimum was 38.8. The average 
for the 60 years previous waa 70 and 

4L'.ti. 

Tbe highest temperature for the 
ni'jiuh was 76. This Is the only time 
on record which hnS not had at 
least one day warmer except 1867, 
when the warn est ''ay was 75. 

The rainfall for the month was 44 
Inches The ,;ener-il average for 
April is t Wi. This brings the total 
rainfall for the year up to 6 93 In- 
ches, which Is .67 Inch more than the 
average tor the last 60 vearq. 

The 8-inch snow which waa record- 
ed on April 20 la the heaviest fall 
ever reported so late In the season 
The next heaviest snow was May 3, 
1907, when 1-5 inches was shown 
Light frosts w*re also reported April 
2B and 30 but no damage was done 
to fruit.

The leader of this 
ex sedition of seven men had heen 
with Admiral Perry on his trip to 
the north pole. 

Many of thi« views which Doctor 
Tanquary will t-how are from photo- 
graphs which he took of animals In 
the far north end <>f Eskimos, show 
Ing their hahlts of living hunting im- 
plements and their summer ard -win- 
ter homia. 

Various tripo for purposes of ex- 
ploration and scientific study were 
made, on some of which the men 
would be gone for three months dur- 
ing which time they lived in snow 
house* or tents, getting thci* living 
in large measure from the animals of 
the country through which they were 
traveling. Traveling was altogether 
h>- means of sledge* and do* teams 
Eskimos serving an guides ind as 
doe drivers. 

Tbe snaltnc ship which took the 
party if "even men north In 191? 
and left tlipm with n sttpplv «f tood. 
was expected to return for them I" 
ti"o year*. - Wh»n the relief ship fail-

President Jariline's order follows: 

"On and after May 10, only student* 
faculty members, and employees of 
the college will be permitted to take 
meals at the college cafterta. 

'■The government has arranged to 
nation a group of *.!50 soldiers at the 
college beginning May 15 tor an eight 
week's course la engineering- Other 
groups may follow indefinitely. It Is 
required that theae men be housed 
and fed on the campus. 

"The facllites of the college cafe- 
teria have been overtaxed for some 
lime in handling tbe increasing num- 
ber of visitors who have taken ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to secure 
Ulgh class food at low prices. Upon 
the coming of the soldiers, It will be 
impossible to serve longer any but 
those connected with the college. 

'This la regretted very much. It Is 
tell, however, tbat tn consideration of 
the opportunity which has come to 
the college to render a patriotic and 
important service to the country, citl- 
j;ens of Manhattan and community 
will appreciate the situation and ex- 
tend their hearty co operation.

"As you go forth Irom the college 
this summer, you go out as leaders 
It you have not trained yourselves 
to be leaders, then the college has 
fulled in Its mission, and the large 
sums ol money spent by the state are 
unjustified. You show by your prea- 
ence here and by y>ur work in this 
association tbat you are recognizing 
your- splendid opportunities for train- 
ing in leadership. 

"Your splendid work of the last 
year shows that you realise what you 
arc in college tor — the training tbat 
makea for more efficient service in 
the world." 

Activities Are Necessary 

President Jardlne made clear that 
the training that ocmes through par- 
ticipation in activities auch as the Y. 
W, C. A. and ¥; M. C. A., the liter- 
ary societies, and clubs is more likely 
to function in ihe lives of the stud- 
ents than the knowledge which they 
derive from books alone. This is be- 
cause these activities give the oppor 
tunlty of putting into practice what U 
learned at college. 

"The college curriculum." aald 
President Jardlne, "furnishes the plan 
whereby you can be kept busy while 
here, and at the same time teach you 
bow to work systematically, to estl - 
lish good and regular habits. It Is 
tbe writing of essays, speaking before 
audiences, that teach you, what you 
are capable of performing. Those 
who go out from tbe college without 
identify'ng themselves with such or- 
ganizations as the Y. W. C. A., the 
lied Cross and kindred associations 
are getting only thfl minor part ot 
college life. 

A note of warning and a woH ot 
council was given by the president 
to the girls of tho college In regard 
to ihe attitude manifested toward thf 
soldiers at Camp Funston. Doctor 
Jardine said that the situation, which 
is a serious one here Is to be met and 
Folved by the girls themselves, 

"Treat these hoys from Funston M3 
you would any gentleman- I believe 
In American manhood and wonranhcor: 
and know that you can master flic 
situation here" 

President Jardlne closed his tat 1 
with a special appeal to the seniors 
who go out to ser>'e as leaders in 
tlielr communities.

There Is consternation In the rinks 
of those students who had the habit 
of coming In 20 minutes late with 
the excuse that the belle weren't ring- 
ing. 

Tbe instructors In the department 
of physics have recently designed ana 
built a new device for ringing the 
hour bells. The current is now 
drawn from the light circuit, and the 
system 'is giving better satisfaction 
than any other that has been tried, it. 
the past the current lor the bells has 
been furnished by a battery of 130 Le- 
L'lanche cells. These cells required 
an immense amount of care to replace 
parts and keep the 240 connections 
in order. As the cells weakened the 
tie lis gradually ceased to ring, and it 
wa 8 difficult to keep them adjust- 
ed to varying conditions 

Many plans had been augested for 
attaching the bells to the light "cir- 
cuit but had to be abandoned on ac- 
count of the danger from fire in case 
the line was "shorted" by two wires 
coming in contact or grounded by 
too being an Iron pipe. The new de 
vice la essentially a potentiometer In 
that any required voltage may be se- 
cured for tbe bell circuit This de 
Mce is alao adjusted £0 that ,n case 
ot a short circuit only the current re 
tnilred for a single incandescent bulb 
can be drawn from the generator. 
This eliminates any danger from 
ore. 

Those tn charge of the bell system 
believe that by this new system much 
of the care formerly necessary to 
the proper control of the system has 
been eliminated. There has formerly 
been some trouble caused by persona 
not acquainted with the system to 
readjust the ells. The bell In Denl- 
son ball Is the master bell, and any 
tittempt to change the wiring on an- 
other part of the circuit virtually In 
troduces another master and derang- 
es Uie entire pystcm.

Announce Experiments. 
Announcement will be made at the 
convention of tao results obtained f/y 
the c .liege from feeding live lots of 
caSvej., and developing them into year- 
ling beef. The lots have been fed as 
follows: Lot 1, shelled corn. Unseed 
meal, alfalfa hay and silage; lot 2, 
shelled corn, linseed meal, alfalfa 
hay; lot 3, shelled corn and alfalfa 
hay *. lot 4, shelled corn, cottonseed 
meat, alfalfa hay and silage; lot G, 
ground corn, linseed meal, alfalfa hay 
and silage. 

The animals have been used this 
winter to determine the comparative 
value* of different rations. Corn and 
alfalfa were used as a check ration lu 
comparing shelled corn and ground 
corn, linseed meal and cottonseed 
meal. Results of a test to determine 
the effect of the addition ot Unseen 
meal and silage to the check ration of 
corn and alfalfa also will be an- 
nounced. 

Lunch will be served in the live 
stock pavilion at noon to hundreds of 
visitors by the Jayhawker Saddle and 
Sirloin club ot the college. In anoth- 
er section of the building the prise- 
winning college stock will be exhibit- 
ed.

"If your eloquence Is tested by the 
garbage pal), then It is the real thing, 
I'm sure,*' said Miss Jane Addams in 
an address before the general assem- 
bly Saturday morning. Miss Addams' 
subject was "The World's Food Sup- 
ply and America's Obligation." The 
auditorium was comfortably filled. 

"A recent inspection of garbage 
cans shows a reduction of 30 per cent 
of the tals formerly found there." 
said Miss Addams. "Not long ago It 
was aald that one-half the fat that 
came into the American homes was 
thrown out. Our grandmothers made 
this fat Into soap. We are learning 
the value of food. 

"The use of substitutes is all a mat- 
ter of learning how. Women at first 
felt peevish when asked to conserve 
because they felt they were asked to 
economise while nothing was being 
done In the Held of commercial con- 
servation Strong efforts are now be- 
ing made for proper distribution of 
products- -for sending food to the 
parts of the country where most need- 
ed. 

Uuorliii's food I'Lan. 

"Farmers are not to receive the 
regular business profit — a margin. 
They are to be puid for their services 
the differential between the cost of 
raising the wheat and the selling price 
flied by the food commission The 
limitation of prollts is also applied In 
stock yards. 

"Various governments have begun 
to handle the total supply of foods. In 
America It has come about that all 
our exports are under government su- 
pervision and regulation. In England 
It Is a life and death situation that not 
only the soldiers but the citizenry be 
fed. 

"We are coming to look upon food 
from the point of view of utility rather 
than from the commercial point of 
view. The exploitation of the people 
Is no longer to be tolerated In the 
handling of food, but the food situation 
ta to be managed In the interests of 
the people. 

"When we come to the peace table 
— and this war cannot go on forever — 
things will be settled on a humane 
basis. The nations wilt say 'We have 
kept Serbia alive, now we shall not 
turn our backs upon her and leave her 
land-locked and at the mercy of oth- 
na lion* We shall give her a port on 
the Adriatic' We shall International- 
lie the great straits and the strategic 
waterways. 

Women Into War Work. 

"In England 300,000 women are do- 
ing actual agricultural work. They 
have brought 1,500,000 acres under 
cultivation. They are accompllshnlg 
much, working hard, and are not com- 
plaining." 

Miss Addams told of an English wo- 
man who had lived a luxurious life at 
a hotel In California for 20 years. She 
heard the Irresistible call and return- 
ed to her native land. There ahe has 
undertaken actual farm work. She Is 
up at i o'clock in the morning and 
sometimes at 3. She says that the 
women who are doing this work and 
sleeping in tents, as they do, are In 
the best of health. 

Lei and Stanford, Jr., university has 
a great army of women engaged In 
actual farm work. They, too, sleep 
In tents rather than inflict themselves 
on the farmers' wives. Though 
America has not yet been depleted 
through loss of men from her com- 
mercial and Industrial pursuits, there 
la a possibility or her women having 
yet to enter the lists. 

"The Interdependence of the world 
so far as food, especially, is concern- 
ed—has been demonstrated to us by 
the war," said Miss Addams. "The 
people must be kept in a state of 
health for the period of regeneration 
after the war. If they have to suffer 
from health conditions arising from 
malnutrition (his will cause compli- 
cations. 

Why V. 8. Is l ailed tin. 

"It lakes three times as many ships 
to brnlg food from the distant ports of 
Australia and South America as from 
the United States. The countries 
abroad can no longer get their sugar 
from the old sources. Therefore 
they and we get sugar from the same 
sources. The question is whether 
they or we shall have it. We can send 
one-half to two-thirds of our sugar 



abroad and still use our share of the 
normal consumption of sugar for the 
world. 

"The European neutrals are suffer- 
ing almost as much as are the bel- 
ligerents. In spite of newspaper 
stories It Is known that the central 
powers are having food riots every 
day. There is great dissatisfaction 
and uproar there. In England they 
have a food controller. All the people 
are submitting to food regulation. It 
Is the duty of America to produce 
more food than ever before and to 
share it with her allies. 

England Hard Pressed. 

"The analysis of the food shortage 
given by Herbert Hoover in the sec- 
ond or third bulletin after being made 
food administrator gave as the causes 
—the poor harvest of 1916 when Utile 
was shipped, the great withdrawal of 
men into the firing line (forty million 
men on all fron ts) twenty million 
making munitions, ten million killed, 
ten million engaged In shipbuilding, 
lack of fertilizer because the nitrates 
are used in the manufacture of mu- 
nitions, and the tonnage of shipping 
that Is lost through Ihe submarine 
warfare. 

"The food com mission has found out 
the amount of food necessary for hu- 
man sustenance aa well as the nutri- 
tive value of food. Now it ia America's 
duty to see what she can do to make 
up the horrible food deficit of the 
world."

Read, representative of United State* 
Uireau of markets, talked at the con-* 
ferenee. Experiences were given by* 
the growers and all phages of pota'o 
growing were 'rou^ht out, from the 
purchasing of seed to the final hat 
ketlng of the "spuds," 



Definite military training and In- 
struction under the supervision of 
United States army officers, and the 
creation for all college students a 
military status beyond that offered 
at present, features the latest authori- 
tative communication from the war 
department. 

By a recent statement, received 
May 10, students under the draft age 
will have an opportunity to remain In 
college and at the same time be sub- 
ject to call when they have completed 
their student courses and have be- 
come 21 years of age. 

Details Will Follow. 

Following the request Of the war 
department that this announcement be 
given the widest possible publication 
in the press, this latest statement 
as authorised by the secretary of war, 
is In full as follows: 

"In order to provide military In- 
struction for the college students of 
the country during the present emer- 
gency, a comprehensive plan will be 
put Into effect by the war depart- 
ment, heginnlng with the next college 
year. In September, 1918. The de- 
tails remain to be worked out, but In 
general the plun will be as follows: 
Army Officers Assigned. 

"Military Instruction under officers 
and noncommissioned officers of the 
army will be provided in every insti- 
tution of college grade, which enrolls 
for the Instruction of 100 or more 
able-bodied students over the age or 
18. The necessary military equipment 
will, so far aa possible, be provided 
by the government. There will be 
created a military training unit in 
each institution. Enlistment will be 
purely voluntary, but all students 
over the age of 18 will be encouraged 
to enlist. The enlistment will con- 
stitute the student a member of the 
Army of the United Stales, liable to 
active duty at the call of the presi- 
dent. It will, however, he the policy 
of tho government not to call the 
members of the training units to ac- 
tive duty until they have reached the 
age of 21. unless urgent military ne- 
cessity compels an earlier call. Stu- 
dents under 18 and therefore not le- 
gally eligible for enlistment, will he 
encouraged to enroll in the training 
units. Provision will be made for co- 
ordinating the reserve officers' train- 
ing corpa system, which exists In 
about one-third of the college Institu- 
tions, with this broader plan. 
To Keep Mea fn College. 

"This new policy alms to accom- 
plish a two-fold object: first, to de- 
velop as a great military asset the 
large body of young men In the col- 
leges; and second, to prevent unnec- 
essary and wastetnl depletion of the 
colleges through Indiscriminate vol- 
unteering, by offering to the students 
a definite and immediate military 
atatoa. 

"Later announcement will be made 
of the details of the new system. In 
the meantime, presidents of collagtate 
Institutions are requested to call (his 
matter to the attention of all their 
students. Those who do not graduate 
this spring should be urged to con- 
tinue their education and take advan- 
tage of this new opportunity to serve 
the nation." 

The new plan will not Interfere 
with the workings of the draft, it Is 
understood.
